TUBERCULOSIS TOLL GIVEN 


Disease Said to ‘Result in Economic Loss Here of 


$16,132,500 With 1195 Deaths 


Tuberculosis last year cost America a direct economic loss of 62.800 
000,000. Of this vast sum, the share of Los Angeles was $16,132,500. These 
figures, compiled by experts of the National Tuberculosis Association, in New 
York, have just been received here in an official report to Miss Sidney M. 
Maguire, executive secretary of the Los Angeles branch of the organization.

Health Commissioner George Parrish. 


DEATH TOLL HERE LARGE 
The economic loss to Los Angeles 
was arrived at in the following man- 
ner: Deaths of tuberculosis for the 
year, in Los Angeles, numbered 1195. 
Proven findings of the health and tu- 


berculosis demonstrations carried on 
in Framingham, Mass, and borne out 
by investigations of the United States 
Public Health Service, indicate that 
for every death from tuberculosis, 
there exist nine active cases of the 
disease. 

It is estimated that a tuberculosis 
patient is under care for an average 
of two and one-third years. Probably 
for at least one year, he is, unable to 
earn. Considering all occupations, 
the experts have placed the average 
annual earnings of each victim at 
$1000. With 10,755 cases in Los An- 
geles—1195 deaths multiplied by nine 
—there would be a direct wage loss of

American Experts Here Reply 
to British Naval Critic 


New Cruisers Declared to be 
Most Efficient Weapon 


High-Speed Craft Adapted to 
Pacific Coast Strategy 


The recent article in the Scien- 
tific American by the British naval 
critic, Hector C. Bywater, to the ef- 
fect that America’s new 10,000-ton 
light cruisers are “suicide ships” and 


“vulnerable to a degree unprecedent- 
ed,” has rerved to bring to light the 
first true details of these remarkable 
new ships—of which the first two, 
the Galt Lake City and Pensacola, 
are already under construction. 

American naval experts, veteran of- 
ficers of the United States Navy, who 
are responsible for the design of the 
eight Pensacolas, not only refute Mr. 
Bywater'’s charges, but declare fur- 
ther that the new cruisers will be 
the most remarkably efficient men- 
of-war ever bullt. 

“The treaty cruiser is, in fact, the 
unwanted offspring of a diplomatic 
compromise,” asserts Mr. Bywater, 
who further intimates that the 
Washington conference raised the 
cruiser limitation to 10,000 tons and 
eight-inch armament because of the 
British delegates’ opposition to the 
scrapping of their wartime Raleigh-

AS WARFARE UPHELD 

Quite a change in public opinion as 
to the use of poison gas in modern war- 
fare is to be noted since the American 
Legion went on record the other day as 
favoring that highly effective weapon. In its 
comments on the resolution adopted by that 
great body which has on its membership 
rolls so many former soldiers, who ought 
to know thelr own preference in the mat- 
ter, the press of the East seems to have 
adopted a more tolerant tone as to gas bat- 
tling though the extreme pacifists have 
been incited to new and violent .opposition 
to this means of warfare, and will have 
none of it. 
That sprightly journal Liberty has come 
out strongly in favor of the action of the 
Legion, and says in an editorial, headed 
“You Can Do It Better With Gas,” that 
what is needed in war is more and better 
gas—gas that will quickly put out of com- 
bat a large percentage of the troops en- 
gaged. “It would be a tremendous saving in 
time, money and men,” says Liberty “to 


use d gas that would incapacitate 30 or 40 


per cent of one army and settle the war 
quickly.” 

Nearly all the officers in our Regular 
Army are said to be for gas as against 
shells and machine guns. The Surgeon- 
Genera] recently presented figures showing 
that fewer than 2 per cent of those gassed 
in the World War died, while 24 per cent 
of other casualties resulted fatally. It 
seems to be the general opinion in the 
Army that the quickest, most efficient and 
merciful weapon is gas. One recalls the hor- 
ror with which the reports of the first use of 
gas in the great war were greeted by the 
American public. It has taken nearly ten 
years to reverse this sentiment, if it may 
be sald to have been reversed. Due to the

breaking nion. Chemica] warfare is being 
studied most assiduously in government 
field and laboratory. We have a monopoly 
of Lewisite gas, the most powerful agent 
of the kind known to science, and are pre- 
pared to turn it loose in our defense should 
this become necessary. 

If the use of gas is confined to com- 

batants on the field of war it is quite prob- 
able that what has been said in tts favor 
will be passed upon by future historians 
as altogether acceptable. But there is one 
vital point not considered in the Liberty 
article—a point often overlooked by writers 
who are enamored of the idea of settling 
the wars of nations by what they regard 
as this speedy and merciful means—and 
that is the extent to which this weapon, as 
well as deadly bacteria, may be used by 
aviators upon a whole city full of von- 
combatants. It would be impossible to pre- 
dict the extent to which helpless men, 
women and children would be attacked by 
gas-bombers and bacteria-spreaders from 
the sky. It is coneeded on all hands that 
aviation will be employed to an infinitely 
greater extent in the next war than that 
which we brought to a close in 1918. Of 
course, there are the solemn treaties to 
consider, but treaties went to smash in 
1914, and there is nothing to guarantee 
that they will not do so again. 
Ourg would be the last country to violate 
a treaty of any kind, and particularly one 
which we had insisted upon, like that re 
lating to the abolition of gas and bacteria 
in war, but as long as there is a reasonable 
suspicion of the prospect of such «a viola 
tion by another nation we must engage 
in the abhorrent business of preparing to 
meet it in its own hideous and revolting 
way, and must go on with our studies of 
chemical warfare.

MINGING the spell of the Orient to her art has 
been the life-long endeavor of an American 
woman, Bertha Lum, whose studio looks out 
Whitley Heights upon Hollywood lying below. The 
ie accomplishment of this brilliant woman, who 
here from three years in China where she 
into the secrets of wood-block printing, 

is that of exalted endeavor against the 


to her penetration of the heart 
of the Orient. While steeped in 
the lore of Japan and China, 
critics have pronounced that she 
has evolved ber own style, ac 
complished with the technic of 


‘the famous print artists, convey- 


ing the oriental setmosphere 
coupled with occidental perspec 
tive and composition. 

It is interesting to note that 
this American woman after two 


- years studies in Japanese meth- 


ods of wood block printing, was 
the only American who exhibited 
Japanese prints at the annual 
exhibit of Japanese artists in 
Tokio and that dend were the 
only ones hung ip this exhibit. It 
caused much excitement in Tokio, 
first because the best Japanese 
prints obtainable were being 
done by an American woman, and 
second that an American woman 
was carrying en their own lost 
art. In analysing her method, 
one critic has discovered that 


‘Mrs. Lom’s. prints areas 


bridge between the print artists 
of old Japan whose secrets of 
technic she has mastered, and 
the expression of the same ideas 
in water color. 

Her method of working empha- 
sizes what we have called “ex- 
alted endeavor,” for following the 
drawing made on a special kind 
of transparent Japanese paper, 
dificult to obtain, this is placed 
face downward on the block and 


the wood cut away leaving noth- 


ing except the outline: The frst 
prints from the outline block are 
pasted onto these other blocks 
and from these the color blocks 
are cut. Truly an intricate pro- 
cess. Then one block is cut for 
each color, although sometimes 
a block may serve two colors. 
Her printing is done by hand, 
under her supervision, for this 
artist attends to the whole pro 
cess from the design and its ap 
plication to the blocks to the 
finished print. One subject called 
“The Piper,” required twelve 


blocks. 
Interesting 

Her residence in Japan was 
during many interesting hap 
penings. She was there, for in- 
stance, during the Emperor's cor 
onation, when the festivities 
lasted three weeks. There were 
many night processions in Tokio 
when the paraders with their lan- 
terns offered much for the im- 
pressionable artist. 

In one way. Mrs. Lum has 
baffled the critics and furnished 


a problem for them. Several have ; 


suggested that so marvelous is 
her seizure of the oriental spirit, 
that possibly she is a reincarna- 
tion. 


“I am no dreamer, I have been 
too busy for that.“ gad Mrs. 
Lum. “Yet, I dave felt so at 
home in oriental thought, that I 
have almost believed in a re 
incarnation. There were so many 
aéMculties to surmount that most 
people would bave given up in 
dispair. When I went to that 
print shop in Tokio it was in a 
quarter of the city where few for 
eigners ever go. The natives col- 
lected im hordes to watch me, 
poking holes through the paper 
door that had to be mended each 
night. Then they like to keep 
their secrets to themselves. Such 
things were annoying. I felt that 
everything would open up. It did. 
I have wondertpl treatment in 
the Orient.” 

Of Mrs. Lam ft ts sald that she 
not only restored an ancient art, 
but extended the limits of mod- 
ern art Ghe brought to the

Orient a western enthusiasm and 
took away an intimate know! 
edge of its legends, the poetry, 
the folk lore that are the soul of 
a country. Some of this know 
edge is embodied not only in her 
prints but in a book with her 
own illustrations called “Gods, 
Goblins and Ghosts—Weird Le 
gends of the Far East.” 


Home Here 

With a reputation established 
in all the leading cities of the 
United States where she has ex- 
hibited, in Paris, London, the 
‘Hague, Tokio and Canton and 
many other places, Mrs. Lum, 
whose work has found its way in- 


to museums and exclustve col- 
lections, is busy in her beautiful 
studio that looks down on Holly- 


„wood and the mountains beyond. 


She bas pulled every wire to 
bring to America her helpers in 
Japan and has only bumped into 
immigration laws that might have 
been set aside by “influence,” 
which was not deemed judicious. 

Maybe she is a reincarnation, 
this interesting woman. Yet her 
Titian hair belies it, her very 
modernity, her sophistry and pol- 
ish, scoff at it. But there in her 
Hollywood home the spell of the 
Orient has crept to her canvas. 
There are no such symbole in the 
line of vision from Whitley 
Heights. Yet let us again give 
American endeavor its due. For 
she says:

tory mapping, all of which was 
done from the exact altitude of 
10,000 feet. Considerable time 
was devoted to observation 
flights, R. H. Sargent, U. 0.8. 
topographic engineer, being taken 
on many of these. Mr. Sargent, 
who is credited with conception 
of the idea of mapping Alaska 
from the air, accompanied the ex- 
pedition as technical advisor. He 
has spent eighteen years there 
surveying by the old methods. 
On a mapping run over Revil- 
lagigedo Island the middle of 
June Lieut. Wyatt discovered « 
beautiful interior lake hitherto 
unknown. This body of water, 
about nine miles long and four 
to five wide, was immediately 
named “Grace” by citizens of 


Ketchikan for Mrs. Coolidge, and 


it is understood official recom- 
mendation as been made that it 
be so designated permanently to 
honor the first lady of the land. 
The lake lies at an elevation of 
about 1800 feet, has an enormous 
drainage area, and is regarded 
as an important future source of 
power for Ketchikan. 


Very Valuable 

After a two-hour special flight 
with Lieut. Wyatt June 30 Dis 
trict Forester C. H. Flory, in 
charge of all the forests in Alas- 
ka, enthusiastically announced 
that every power site on Revil- 
lagigedo Island and three on the 
near-by mainland can be linked 
into a single system delivering 
approximately 100,000 horsepower 
into Ketchikan. The observations 
disclosed for the first time a 
large interior valley and low 
passes leading into it from the 
island’s east and north shores. 
This discovery makes possible, he 
believes, complete unification of 
transmission lines at a cost of 
probably only $200,000 for in- 
stallation. So many new lakes 
were seen in a potential power 
chain that an accurate record 
could not be made of them, but 
later mapping operations brought 
all out in minute detail. 

This hydroelectric revelation, 
coupled with the fact that South- 
eastern Alaska has a seemingly 
inexhaustible supply of the finest 
spruce, pine and hemlock tir ber, 
is expected soon to result in the 
erection of big pulp and paper 
milis.at Ketchikan, two American 
syndicates in the industry having 
already opened negotiations in 
that direction. Plants furnish- 
ing employment to thousands of 
men and having an output of 500 
to 600 tons of news print daily 
can be established, eccording to 
Mr. Flory, who declares that part 
of Alaska is able to supply in 
perpetuity an amount of paper 
equal to one-third of the present 
daily consumption in the conti- 
nental United States,

power resources on that and va- 
rious other islands. The stand 
of trees is so dense that the sun 
never reaches the ground be 
neath and rains keep it constantly 
wet hence reforestation would 
be a quick process. These finds 
and the anticipated developments 
are highly significant to the 
whole Pacific Coast and partic- 
ularly to Los Angeles, the metro- 
politan center. 


Fine Scenery 


The most magnificent scenery 

was on the flight from 
Juneau to Skagway, described as 
wonderful beyond imagination. 
This reach of ninety miles is a 
solid ice field with innumerable 
glaciers. Yeoman Dallas D. Lore, 
chronicler of the expedition, who 
is familiar with the Alps, main- 
tains that the Alaskan heights 
surpass them in grandeur and 
beauty. 

In the vicinity of Juneau sud- 
den winds locally termed “Willie 
Wars“ blow down from the 
mountaintops with velocities of 
50 to 100 miles an hour and fre- 
quently are very destructive. 
Usually occurring on clear days 
during periods of good weather 


it is impossible to forecast them 
and especial attention was de 
voted to a study of these niyster- 
fous winds. 

While taking oblique photo- 
graphs at a low elevation over 
LeConte Glacier one of .the 
planes encountered a compara- 
tively mild Willie Waw which 
forced ſt to within a few feet of 
the ice. The strong downward 
current prohibited regaining al- 
titude and it was necessary to 
fly with the throttle fully open, 
the plane barely skimming the 
top of the glacier, fifteen miles 


from an altitude of 6500 feet to 


the water's edge at its foot. Then 
for five miles the bay was cov- 
ered with countless small ice 
derte which could be topped only 
by a hair's breadth. The 
speed meter indicated 115 miles 
an hour yet for twenty miles the 
Willie Waw bore the plage peril- 
ously low. The glacier and the 
bergs are an indescribable blue 
dut the pilot and photographer 
are supposed to have rivaled 
them in respect of color-feeling. 
High Altitude 

Lieut. Wyatt, commander of the 
expedition, made the highest 
climb September 8. when he went 
up to 14,400 feet to obtain close 
up photographs of the lofty Fair 
weather group along the inter- 
national boundary 125 ° miles 
northwest of Juneau. Mt. Fair- 
weather is 15,480 feet and the ad- 
jacent ranges 8000 to 14,000, The 
approach had to be made from 
the southwest and a sixty-mile 
wind was driving from the north- 
west resulting in violent down 
bumps. The plane had been light-

Signor Nelli came to Los Angeles at 
the request of # jocal sculptor, who | 
pointed out to him that there is do 
art bronze foundry west of Brock - 
lyn using the lost art wax process, 
and that every bronze in Los Ange rcs 
with one or two exceptions had been 
cast in the East. 

I have seen photographs of Signor 
Neils castings and have talked with 
him sufficiently to be able to vouch 
for his expertness, and I am sure that 
he will be able to obtain, in time, the 
work of all the sculptors in the West. 


the establishment of such an indus- 
try here would be sure to be slow and 
the start discouraging. tf ample cap- 
itel were not assured. 

Some hundreds of thousands of 
dollars are spent in the West annual- 
ly for sculpture, and Kansas City has 
flowered forth with the largest monu- 
ment in the world, but when cities 
and other organizations spend money 
on such things they naturally turn to 
the East. He will have to have time 
in which to convince sculptors that 
he knows his business; but with 
ample capital to create a practical 
plant, and with well-written litera- 
ture and advertising that would reach 
every artist in the West, I believe « 
business can be created that will be 
permanent, safe and reasonably prof- 
itable. 

We have already fine commercial 
foundries for brass fittings and archi- 
tectural metal work, but I am sure 
the art foundry must be quite m- 
dependent of the present established 
foundries. A number of large con- 
cerns in the East have tried to com- 
bine commercial and industrial cast- 
ing with work done for artists, but 
the experiment has never been 3 
success. Art casting must be under

The executive board with twenty- 
nine members present, and no dis- 
senting vote, passed a motion, upon 
the recommendation of the legislative 
Gepartment, indorsing Amendment 


by No. 28; this motion was adopted with 


the conviction that the measure was 
in no way sectional.

But the tragic thing about the 
strike is that it ends in the very 
worst conceivable fashion because it 
ends because of the starvation of 
the miners, who are driven to re- 
turn to work, but only with the ob- 
vious determination to resume the 
battle at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. 

Beyond all else one must see the 
fact, which is that long before tig: 
coal strike the coal industry was 
“sick.” It was an industry which, 
although one of the prime elements, 
if not the most important in na- 
tional life, had come tw a pitch 
where complete reorganization was 
necessary. The total coal raised in 
Britain represented a loss of money. 
There were mines which produced 
profitably, but taken as a whole the 
cost of each ton of coal raised in 
Britain exceeded the price received 


for it. 
SOME TO CLOSE. 

Moreover, it was plain to all, and 
the facts had been set forth in 
many commission reports, that a large 
number of mines were no longer to be 
exploited at all, because of the ex- 
cessive cost and that for other mines 
it was necessary that there should 
de reorganization, a complete mod- 
ern ation of plant. consolidations and 
combinations which might reduce 
overhea1. 

Pinally, it was plain that with the 
advent of oll end water power, the 
coal market was never to be restored 
to prewar prosperity or magnitude. 
Britain was bound to face the fact 
that henceforth coal exports would 
decline, particularly in the impor- 
tant and profitable directian of bunk- 
er coal. Thus at one moment the 
industry had to be made over and a 
far-reaching plan had to be made for 
the absorption into other lines of 
activity of many hundreds of thou- 
sands of miners who could no longer 


In the situation the coal miners 
Gemanded national ownership, which 
meant that the government would 
be forced to operate both paying and 
losing mines nd the taxpayer would 
be forced to find the money to meet 
the inevitable deficit. On the other 
hand, the mine owners took the 
stand upon the principle that the 
solution was the reduction of wages 
and the increase in hours of labor. 


NO PLAN FOUND 

The battle would have been joined 
last year had net the Baldwin Cab- 
inet, at the anal moment, come for- 
ward with « project to pay a sub- 
sidy, that is, to cover the losses in 
the trade for a period of time during 
which the whole subject was to be 
investigated and plans for reorgani- 
gation made. The notorious coal 
subsidy. which prevented a strike last 
year, did. however, cost the country 
more than 6100000 000. and at the 
end of the period, that is, on May 1 
of this year, no plan had deen 
found. 

The strike postponed last year was 
then inevitable because the Baldwin 
government refused to continue the 
subsidy, the mine owners refused to 
continue the wage and hour scale 
and the miners took a stand upon 
the principle of “not a penny of the 
wage and not a minute on the time 
of labor.” But the whole battle was 
extended by the sudden rallying of 
all organized labor to the side of the 
coal miners and the precipitation of 
the general strike of last May. 

This general strike failed because 
paralye.s of the whole national ute 
was intolerable. In less than two 
weeks this phase was over and the 
Baldwin government, and particular- 
ly Stanley Baldwin himeelf, had ac- 
quired prestige and power by the e- 
cient manner in which the whole af- 
fair been bandied. But it re- 
mained to translate the victory in- 
to some effective settlement of e 
main issue, which was the coal qurs- 
tion, for although the general strike 
was off, the coal battle continued. 


POPULARITY LOST 

Just this, however, neither Baild- 
win nor his Cabinet has been able 
to bring off. On the contrary, the 
whole affair has been so badly han- 
died that the Prime Minister has 
been deprived of the last bit of pop- 
ularity and political strength and the 
Tory , arty has suffered a shock from 
which it may take very long to re- 
cover. 

There have been terrific mistakes 
made on both sides, there has been « 
degree of mishandling which is - 
most incredible, but the essential fact 
remains that the impression has 
grown up in Britain that the mine 
owners, while totally refusing to 
take those steps which are essential 
to plan for the reorganization of the 
“sick” industry, have simply taken 
advantage of what they conceive to 
be an opportunity, to enceavor to put 
upon the workingmen all the burden 
of an unprofitable business. And the 
mass of Englishmen know that the 
solution the owners propose means « 
Gangerous lowering of the standard 
of life. 

The mission of the government 
should have been, if it was to pre- 
serve its independence, to escape even 
the suspicion of alliance with either 
camp—and by virtue of its authority 
and the backing of public opinion 
this would have been assured—to 
force both unreasonable parties to 
come to an agreement which was in 
the interests of something higher 
than either, namely the compromised 
prosperity of the nation as a whole. 
And, as I have said, it had the power 
and the prestige at the close of the 
general strike. That time has passed 
forever.

The political effect may be very 
great. The Tory party still holds Par- 
lament by an enormous majority and 
in the normal state of affairs it 
would be several years before it would 
have to go before the country in a 
new election.

| Samed capitalistic in the extreme 
and those who would revert to the 

Disraeli tradition. Not a few far- 
secing Tories are appalled at the pres- 
ent prospect that British politics will 
come to have the character of a fight 
between capital ard labor pure and 
simple with their party taking the 
capitalistic end. 

Meanwhile the Liberal has 
wholly c-llapsed and the retirement 
of Lord Oxford pretty definitely ends 
its history. Its members are rapid- 
ly shifting to right and left, to the 
Tory and Labor parties, and all the 
recent by-elections are disclosing the 
rising tide of Labor party strength 
at the polls. All of which is a pretty 
grim cemmentary on the way the 
Tories have played their cards when 
one recalis the collapse of the labor- 
ites two years ago, when McDonald 
fell, and its incredible weakness in 
May, when it was associated with the 
general strike. 

What most profoundly weakens 
Baldwin is the fact that the British 
public is by no means committed to 
the capitalistic side. There was only 
one mind in Britain during the gen- 
eral strike, when the attack was up- 
on national life. But there is 6 
tendency among Britons to hold the 
coal mine owners responsible in the 
last analysis for existing conditions, 
They dave failed so to conduct « 
great national industry as to enable 
it to operate economically. They 
have allowed it to sink into a state 
where its is obsolete and 
its methods far out of date. 


The problem is complex. It is 
manifestly impossible for the owners 
to continue to operate at a loss. It 
is equally impossible for ie govern- 
ment to subsidize an industry, which 
is what the workingmen demand. 

As it stands the miners cannot in 
many cases have a living wage and 
at the same time produce coal at « 
price which enables the owners to 
minimum profit, without 
which, of course, they cannot be ex- 
pected to carry on the industry. But 
the actual solution of t ¢ problem 
must wait upon the experiment of 
the owners in reorganization and re- 
adjustment. Then and only then 
wlll it be possible to see what can 
and whet cannot be done in the way 
of paying wag-s. 


further 
complication that it is not possible 
to transfer the men working in non- 
economic mines to any other figid 
of industry. They cannot do any- 
thing else and with unemployment 
at its present level they could not 
in any event find another occupation 
Some hundreds of thou ds of men 
and boys ould in any event have to 
go on the dole. But the trouble is 
that while all the losses incident to 
strike and noneconomic production 
go on. they are not the inevitable 
expenses of transition and transtor- 
mation; everything practical will have 
t be done later, and at great ex- 
pense, and it will be more difficult 
because of the pession engendered 
and the government will be less able 
to lead because it has lost confidence 
of one of the parties to the con- 
troversy and, what is worse, of «4 
part of the general public. 

But if Labor came brck into pow- 
er would the situation be so much 
better? Maniféstiy Labor on its side 
would attempt to apply ite own so- 
lution which is nationalization pure 
and simple, and this is no solution 
of the economic problem because it 
would mean that the government 
would have permanently to subsidize 
the industry. Labor's preoccupation 
would be to keep the mines working 
and the men thus employed. it 
would transfer from the backs of 
the coal miners to those of the tax- 
payers the burden of an unprofitable 
industry. but the fundamental ne- 
cessity of reorganization would re- 
main. 


Broadly speaking one must per- 
ceive that for once the British tra- 
dition of “muddling through” has 
not worked. The “muddling” has 
been general, but there has been 
no getting through and while Britain 
has suffered a colossal economic and 
fnancial blow, nothing has deen 
gained to balance the losses. While 
Germany, France, Belgium and Lux- 
emburg have a coal, iron and steel 
cartel, the Briten heavy industry 
has been paralyzed and the losses in 
all competitive markets have been 
terrific 

So far the effects have been main- 
ly economic and financial, but they 
are rapidly tending to become po- 
litical. The Tory party has com- 
pletely missed a great opportunity 
and Stanley Baldwin has in the end 
entirely failed as a leader. What now 
remains to be seen is whether col- 
lective disaster will 
party or whether an effort 
made to reorganize, 
to get rid of Baldwin and rescue the 
Tory party from its present posi- 
tion. 

But it is hard to see how either 
possible development can fail to 
lead to a transfer of power and there 
are good reasons for the belief that 
the present, otherwise inexplicable 
health excursion of Ramsay MacDon- 
ald to the French Sahara represents 
a preperation ior the return to pow- 
er which many political weather 
vanes already indicate. Meantime 
Britain has to look forward to an 
excessively hard winter, the decline 
in revenue can hardly be met save 
by additional taxation and the losses 
in foreign markets are unlikely to be 
made good in any present time.

BUTTERFLY 
LURE URGED 
FOR SOUTH 


Planting of Pine Groves to 
Bring Insect Hordes Asked 
in Letter to Park Board 


Every living thing ts forming the 
habit of coming to Cailfornia. Even 
the butterfiies are migrating in large 
numbers to this State each fall to 
spend the winter, according to the 
observations of Victor Girard, who 
recently visited Monterey county and 
found that militons of these beautiful 
tneects stream into that district every 
autumn to y an annual visit to 
the groves of a certain epecies of pine 
tree which fs indigenous to that 
peninsula. Go impressed was Mr 
Girard with the beautiful insects and 
the way they clustered m great clouds 
on the pine trees that he has written 
a letter to the Los Angeles Board of 
Fark Commissioners, urging them to 
traneplent some of the pine trees to 
the parks of Los Angeles, in order to 
attract a part of the butterfiles to 
this lovality. 

The insects wing their way from 
all perts of the Pacific Coast and 
even beyond the Rockies in a long 
stream like a huge snake, seemingly 
without end. They nave been known 
to fiy all day long and far into the 
night, according to observers, and for 
several weeks it is possible to see at 
all times one or more of these butter- 
fly streams floating across the val- 
leys and hills, says Mr. Girard. 

Mr. Girard has urged the Park 
Commission to investigate and see if 
it is possible to transplant the par- 
ticular epecies of pine trees to the 
parks here, offering to use some of 
them in the town of Girard. The 
butterflies, seemingly. care for no 
other arborea] plants on the peninsula 
and it is conjectured that they visit 
the pine trees to obtain the oil from 
them which has medicinal qualities. 

Observations in other portions of 
the State and in Arizona show that 
wherever pine oll is used it attracts 
many butterflies. Mr. Girard de- 
eves that millions of these beau- 
tiful brown insects can be induced 
to join the stream of winter visitors 
to our section.

DEFINITION FORCED 


Tt had been the intention of the 
British Imperialists to avoid any defi- 
Bition of the status of the domin- 
ions within the empire, as was shown 
by the report sent out by all the 
well-informed correspondents soon 
after South Africa demanded such 
® Gefinition and Canada had given 
support to the demand. This was 
a matter which was to be per- 
mitted to drift into the future. But, 
it is evident that in the secret con- 
ferences the dominions insisted on 
clearing up their right to call them- 
selves nations. The upshot was this 
most remarkable statement: 

“The position and mutual rela- 
tions of the group of self-govern- 
ing communities composed of Great 
Britain and the dominions may be 
readily defined. They are autonomous 
communities within the British Em- 
"pire, equal in status and in no way 
subordinate one to the other in any 
aspect of their domestic or external 
affairs, though united by a common 
allegiance to the Crown and freely 
associated as members of the British 
commonwealth of nations.” 

Furthermore “Every self- 
member of the empire is master of its 
Gestiny. It is subject to no com- 
pulsion whatever . Every do- 
minion is sow and must always re- 
main the sole judge of the nature 
and extent of its co-operation.” 

Thus the only binding force ‘left 
among these separate nations is the 
throne. It is a felse idea that the 
King of Great Britain has no great 
authority, for there are many in- 
sidivus ways in which he can ex- 
ercise discretion .° affairs of 


tal power alone is a 
tremendous force in the conduct of 
affairs n the “Motherland.” But un- 
der the unwritten British constitu- 
tion he n obligated to accept the 
advice of his resycnsible ministry in 
practically all vital affairs. 

So it is “rer ‘nized that it is the 
right of «ach dominion ‘> advise the 
Crown in all matters relating to its 
own effairsa.” It is decided that the 
B sh gov-rnme could not n- 
stitutionally advise the Crown “in 
any matter appertaining to the af- 
fairs of a dominion against the views 
of the government of that dominion.” 
Governors-general u longer to be 
appointed on the advice of the Lon- 
dom governme and to represent it. 
du are simply represent the 
Crown. All communications between 
the nations ‘thin the emnrire are to 
be from government to go ernment 
on a basis equality. 

Thus the only central authority is 
that which the Crown and the gov- 
ee can exercise. Since it 

is shadowy we may expect to see the 
dominions sharply q esttoning wm 
concrete exercise cf power. Canada 
showed its ree tment in September 
when its Governor-General, the popu- 
lar By . undertock to refuse to ac- 
cept the advice of Premier King over 
a dissolution of Parl'ament. Should 
the Kir ant through his vi- 
ceroys to do any ‘ng a dominion 
might not lie, the next step will be 
mand that governors- general 
must de appointed on thr advice of 
the dominion ministries. That sys- 
tem i> already practically in effect 
with Canada. 

HARD STRUGGLE 

All this has been done so smoothly. 
so bloodiessly, with such an air of 
courtesy and good-fellowship on the 
part of the British that the impor- 
tance of the event possibly has not 
met with full appreciation. Those who 
have: followed the struggle, however, 
know what a great and hard-won 
victory has come to the determined 
dominion premiers. British imper- 
lalism has put up one of its best 
fiehts to keep the empire in close 
unity and has given way only be- 
cause it had to. 

Tt is nine years since the Cana- 
dians had the pledge that they should 
have their minister at Washington. 
and only now have they been able to 
get London to agree that he should 
be a plenipotentiary and not a sub- 
ordinate of the British Ambassador 

It is nine years since the domin- 
fons got their pledge of equality and 
eight years since they entered the 
League of Nations on this supposed 
basis of equality. But it is only now 
that they are relieved of the necessity 
of doing business with London 
through the colonial office and that 
they get recognition of their right to 
sign general treaties for themselves 
and mot as part of an empire dele- 
gation. 

Those nine have been filled 
with constant conflicts, such as when 
Lloyd George tried to carry the em- 
pire into war against Turkey without 
consulting the dominions and when 
Curzon left them out In the cold in

affair, delightful in many ways de- 
lightful socially, because the “very nicest 
people” either have gardens, or if not, are 
vastly interested in them. It's a delight to 
the eyes this bringing together of loveli- 
ness from many gardens. Also it's a won 
derful stimulus to horticultural knowledge; 
few find it possible to attend a flower show 
without — more when they come 
away. 


During the — few weeks, there have 
been many beautiful ones, beginning with the 
Pasadena Flower Show, which is a nation- 
ally known event-—-aend the. end is not yet. 
Another delight of the flo show is that, 
like a garden, the enjoy it gives bears 
necessarily no relation to its size. In a local 
ity where there are estates of splendid size 
and magnificent gardens, the flower show 
quite naturally takes on like proportions 
and like splendor; and yet a small com- 


munity may have quite as much joy, and in 


some lines quite as high a degree of excel- 
lence in its exhibition. Those who take the 
honors have their reward. Those who do 
not have the consolation of knowing that 
judges are human; also, that every exhib- 
itor is a real help to the success of the 
whole, for if those who were uncertain of 
taking firsts refrained from exhibiting lest 
their complacency be jarred, the show itself 
would soon be unimportant. To lose grace- 
fully is a fine art that exhibitors have to 
master.

It is a matter of genuine sorrow when a 
noble tree falls. One of California’s notable 
trees has lately gone—the great Araucaria 
at the home of J. A. Graves, president of the 
Farmers and Merchants National Bank of 
Los Angeles, on Huntington Drive, at the 
western extent of Alhambra, a happening of 
which we are informed by one of Cali- 
fornia’s noted Restioulturtate and botanists. 
Ernest Braunton. 

This Araucaria was a sotable tree in 
many ways, for Araucaria Excelsa, the Nor 
folk Island Pine, native of an island about 
800 miles this side of Australia, is the most 
tender tree which grows to any great size 
in Southern California, and this particular 
tree was, Mr. Graves writes in a letter. 
“planted in 1876, was 85 feet high and two 
and a half feet through the base of the 
trunk. I think it was the last tree of the 
species, of any size, in the San Gabriel 
Valley, and we were very loath to part with 
it.“ he adds. 

A few years ago, there were plenty of 
Araucaria Excelsa to be found 75 feet in 
height and two feet in trunk diameter, for

e6s of size. A few days after the cold 
snap, the bark on many two-foot trunks 
split open at one or more points around the 
base, rolled up and fell away. Top foliage 
froze 75 feet up in the air and but a few 
weeks were needed to show that these trees 
were dead. Sadly and reluctantly the own- 
ers rooted them out. A few survived but 
in utterly broken health one after another 
gradually dying until in the whole of South- 
ern California very few remained. This tree 
at the home of Mr. Graves was the largest 
and oldest of the stricken patriarchs. Be- 
ginning at the ground the ailing monarch 
died slowly but surely. Death was so evi- 
dent that on October 20 of this year the 
great tree was taken down and now only 
the memory of it is left. Sic transit gloria 
mundi.

If the branch college of agriculture and 
university farm at Davis do not attract 
their thousands of youth of Southern Call- 
fornia, that’s not saying Southern Call- 
fornian boys and giris aren't interested in 
farming and gardening projects, for the 
popularity and success of the agricultural 
clubs prove quite eloquently otherwise. One 
could easily imagine that the Amherst Ag 
ricultural College of Massachusetts does 
not draw its students from South Carolina, 
where the agricultural problems are wholly 
diferent and the methods which succeed 
are impractical in a southern clime. Above 
all things, the school of agriculture needs 


to be close to the interests 
serves.

Vineyardists Seek Market Safeguards for 
Future Grape Deals 


By ARTHUR J. 


RESNO.—The 1926 grape deal, which 


was virtually cleaned ap early in No- 
vember except for approximately 1000 cars 
of Emperors and Malagas, was marked by 
generally low prices, although the averages 
at which the season closed were generally 
higher than those of the 1925 season. With 
plans now under way by growers and oth- 
er agencies for improvement in marketing 
next year, promise of a more stable price 
range that will bring a fair return to the 
grower in 1927 is bright. 


Under normal conditions the 1926 crop 
worth normally in excess of $45,000,000, 
should have brought better prices than 
those prevailing until the last few weeks of 
the season, but this possibility was obviat- 
ed largely. by the fact that the crop matured 
fully two weeks earlier than last year’s, 
throwing table grapes into eastern markets 
in competition with local tree fruits which 
the consumer could get for prices lower 
than those which the California grape men 
had to get to pay freight and packing 
charges. 

Juice grapes, of which many thousands of 
tons are consumed annually by eastern out- 
lets, were hard hit by the early maturity of 
the crop, in that the juice makers refused 
to accept them during the hot. weather, de- 
laying purchases to wait for a cooler period. 
The result was that juice grapes went beg- 
ging for weeks and the shippers were forced 
to accept most any price ofered or dump 
their shipments and pocket the losses. 

Both of these conditions materialized in 
face of the fact that this year’s available 
supply of table and juice grapes is placed 
in official estimates at 119,000 tons less than 
the tonnage actually marketed last year, 


when 1,087,000 tons were disposed of as com- 


pared with 968,000 tons available in fresh 
state this year. 
The total production for 1925 is estimated

to have been 1,967,000 tons, of which 730,- 
000 tons were dried and 150,000 tons left on 
the vines because of low prices prevailing 
for fresh grapes. In contrast to this produc- 
tion, the October ist estimate placed this 


year’s crop at 2,050,540 tons, of which none. 


were left unharvested, the difference being 
in the amount dried. 

An open winter and early spring, togeth- 
er with surface irrigation, due to a steadily 
lowering water table in the San Joaquin 
Valley, are principal factors to which au- 
thorities attribute the premature ripening 


’ of the crop this year. 


NORMAL DEMAND LATE 


As the result of this situation the normal 
demand for California grapes did not deve} 
op until after October Ist, and even then the 
amount of tonnage cold for cash at the ship- 
ping point was far below normal and the 
sales in the auction markets of the East 
were at very unsatisfactory prices, many 
showing losses even on f.0.b. shipments. 

“If the crop had matured two weeks 
later that it did, which would have been 
about normal, more stock would have been 
marketed after the first of October when 
the demand for juice grapes can be reason- 
ably expected to develop, according to ex- 
perience of this and past seasons,” says C. E. 
Sehultz, Fresno district representative of 
the crop-reporting service of the State and 
Federal departments of agriculture, and a 
close student of the grape market situation. 

“The low market which prevailed during 
the early part of the pant season discour 
aged many growers about attempting te 
market their raisin varieties on a fresh bas 
is,” Mr. Schultz says in summing up the 
1926 marketing situation. The result of this 
condition was that approximately 300,000 
tons more were dried in 1926 than were 
dried in 1925.

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side line, interspersed wherever convenient,

THEY CRAVE ACTION 

It not infrequently happens that the lad 
or lassie who has great skill and aptitude 
for outof-door work and great love for it, 
finds academic work difficult and irksome 
and school confinement stifiing. Very often 
these youngsters are of the big overgrown 
type that crave vigorous use for their mus 
cles and rebel at the business of all day at 
the desk with an hour or two or three of 
home work besides. 

I once had in my care a splendid speci- 
men of young girlhood, handsome, athletic, 
clever in some ways but no good in arithme- 
tic, graded down hopelessly because of it. I 
tried my best to find a school where the 
child would have some industrial trainin. 
For juvenile delinquents and for women in

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the reformatory there was excellent handi- 
craft and agricultural training, but for prop- 
erly conducted girls there was not. Finally 
I sent her to a school for mountain whites 
in Virginia, where the children came for 
miles on horseback. She is now an expert 
farmer, highly successful with poultry and 
well known in her community for skill in 
Preserving, and of immense assistance in 
her husband's farming success, with enough 
arithmetic to make no errors in her bar- 
gains or accounts—but mighty little more! 
And she rates high in housekeeping efficien- 
cy. I speak of this because it's the type 
that leaves school discouraged and doesn't 
get so far as going 500 miles away to Davis. 
HOW IT WORKS 

An instance of the way our educational 
standardization habit works may be seen at 
the Boys Welfare Home, Pacific Lodge, 
near Pomona. Here are forty acres in a 
delightful situation, and here boys from 
Los Angeles, Long Beach, and nearer towns 
who have been considered too “difficult” by 
the educational folk of their localities are 
sent to gain wisdom. Some are from the 
Juvenile Court; some are youngsters whose 
parents or guardians think they would de- 
rive benefit from a sojourn there. 

Agriculture and farming are taught— 
taught well by the superintendent, 0. E. 
Badders, and the farm manager, W. D. Ens- 
ley. The Pacific Lodge exhibit at the Jun- 
jor Fair of the recent Los Angeles County 
Fair took seven firsts (in pumpkins, mel- 
ons, sweet potatoes, casabas, rabbits and 
Rhode Island Reds.) The schooling, however 
is under the direction of the State Superin- 
tendent. Does he try education of a differ- 
ent sort than that which obviously was un- 
successful? He does not. Said the White 
Queen, when Alice in Wonderland was 
thirsty: “Give her a dry biscuit.” And when 
she still was thirsty “Give her another bis- 
cuit.” 


Wherefore, in spite of all the interest out 
of doors, the regulation nine-to-four school 
session, indoors with books, must be ob 
served. Any agriculture taught must be 
outside and around the sacred school hours. 
One sees overgrown lads, big boys fifteen, 
sixteen, who had been unable to complete 
the grades, set to work at the same thing 
as if there were no possible salvation men- 
tal, spiritual or economic except by absorb- 
ing the same prescribed quota of arithmetic, © 
geography, Spelling and reading. and as if 
the only way to learn these were cooped in 
a classroom and from a teacher. The farm

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Arizona Hen Lays Over 
Three Hundred Eggs 


TUCSON (Ariz.)—The fourth Arizona 
egelaying contest was completed at the 
end of October and the final report reveals a 
gratifying..growth in production over the 
three preceding contests. The average pro- 
duction per bird is 206.8 eres, which is high- 
er than for any previous year. The high 
hen laid 307 eggs, while in 1923 the high in- 
dividual record was 263 eggs; it was 274 in 
1924 and 291 in 1925. The average laying 
production for the hich pen was 249.9 eggs. 


In the light class, and for the contest, Lee 
Apel of Mesa had the pen which won first, 
with 2499 eges: the Hayden Poultry Farm 
of Hayden was second with a pen record of 
2471 eges, and the pen of A. C. Wrenn of 
Florence was third with a production of 
2399 eges. All these pens were White Les 
horns. In the heavy class the three high 
pen records were made by Rhode Island 
Re “belonging to K. R. Johnson of Casa 
Grande, with 2201 eggs, H. L. Schornick of 
Tempe, with 2151 eggs, and S. M. Brimberry 
of Lewis Springs, with 1877 eggs. 

For individuals, a Lee Apel hen won first 
with 307 eggs and third with 286 eggs; F. 
P. Steurmer’s White Leghorn from Stafford 
stood second with 287 ess; A. C. Wrenn’'s 
entry was fourth with 284 eggs: Hayden

Ranch'’s hen wae fifth with 2822 
and - Red hen came sixth 
with 282 

Forty of the 240 birds entered in the con 
test died, and in several imetances the 
deaths resulted in lowering the standing of 
very high pens. Im another instance, an al 
ternate bird of the Hayden entry laid 257 
eges and had this been counted instead of 


the production of the regular fowl, the pen 


would have stood first instead of second. 


JUNIOR LAYING CONTEST 


ONTARIO.—The Junior Farm Center of 
the local high school has started an egg: 
laying contest, entirely separate from that 
conducted at the Chaffey High School and 
Junior College Station. The boys have en- 
tered White Lechorn hens hatched in the 
achool incubators and are not only testing 
the layers, but are getting experience in 
keaping trapnest records. One hen entered 
by Francis Lee, a senior, has already laid 
fourteen eggs in the first fifteen days of the 
contest.

Waste Lettuce is Boon 
to Poultrymen 


OWENSMOUTH.—The law of supply and 
demand in the work of local chicken ranch- 
ers adjusts itself just now, due to the activi- 
ties of the packing houses, which are filling 
cars with lettuce for eastern markets. At 
thie season, the alfalfa on the ranches 
grows very slowly, and the chicken man is 
short of grass. The packing-houses, how- 
ever, in handling huge quantities of lettuce, 
must discard besides the outside leaves, 
pany faulty heads. Word has gone out 
from the local establishments that these 
succulent greens can be had for the carting 
away, and the poultryman is availing himself 
of the opportunity. The waste material can 
not be allowed to accumulate till it decays, 
and in this manner the packing houses can 
dispose of it quickly and cheaply, while the 
poultryman gets the green feed which he 
needs. 

The plants at Reseda and Zelzah are 
working to capacity. The Owensmouth 
plant, at the local ice factory, which has 
been enlarged since last season, is packing 
and shipping several cars a day. The quan- 
tity of ice used to cool the cars for transit 
is so great, that the plant, in order to serve 
its regular customers, and ice the cars as 
well, has to buy considerable ice, not being 
able to turn it out fast enough to supply the 
demand.

manager must need all his piety not to 
swear. 

And the few high-school boys (for whom 
is no educational provision and who would 
like to study) are the ones who may have 
all-day farm work.

NO “LOCKSTEP” HERE 


Now at Chino, at the California Junior 
Republic, which is under private manage: 
ment, is a school of similar purpose, but not 
being handicapped by a stiff educational 
corset, they are able to get about far more 
comfortably and fit the day's schedule to 
the work. There but a half-day school is 
required, the other half of the day being for 
vocational work and farming. 

It would seem to the gardening person 
that if our educational authorities would be 
content to judge by the result and not dic- 
ate the process: if they would turn over 
the matter of schooling these lusty young- 
sters, say, to two or three teachers from 
the Cucamonga Demonstration School, 
where education is more elastic and what 
the child easily can learn is considered, and 
the. progress of the individual child ig con- 
sidered of more moment than that the edu- 
cational lockstep be unbroken; if they 
would engage the co-operation of the Farm 
Bureau folk in planning the work so that it 
Ats in with the boy’s day. well, there could 
be agricultural schooling of great value. 

That lads are unable to get on comfortably 
in the orthodox school doesn’t mean neces- 
sarily that they have not worth nor ability 
they may have both. 
all remind us—that conflict with authority 
often occurs in the youth of men who 
amount to something. Even as far as finan- 
cial ability goes—-the apparent desideratum 
in present-day education. Look at Joseph, 
who made the first corner in the world’s 
corn market. Until seventeen he seemed 
fairly free to roam his father’s pastures. 
Where did he learn his arithmetic? How, if 
he wasn't in school from nine to four, 
could he do it?

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Our Winter Fairs 


GREAT fair season is entering upon its 

last week. The Imperial Valley Mid- 
winter Fair, which will open its doors at 
Brawley next Wednesday, will be the final 
event of a really brilliant series in the 
Southwest. The Arizona State Fair, Novem- 
ber 8 to 13, filled in most creditably be- 
tween the September and October showings 
in Southern California and this December 
exhibit.

Admission to the grounds is free to 
all. The concessions, amusements and the 
like, together with money taken in at the 
grandstand, pay the bills. The exhibits 
were decidedly worth while and record 
crowds saw them. The stock and poultry 
shows were of a high order, as were also 
the genera) agricultural displays and the 
farm machinery show. The entertainment 
program Was a good one and those who paid 
for grandstand seats to enjoy it had their 
money's worth. This fair is one of the 
really important events of its kind in the 
West and draw exhibitors and visitors 
from a wide area. 


Brawley’s fair is bound to be a good one 
and worth a trip to Imperial Valley to see. 
Fine weather is a certainty at this time of 
year in the American Nile country. It feat- 
ures in a wayto make the eastern visitor 
gasp the year-round, growing possibilities of 
our reclaimed desert area. Produce ofall 
kinds, gathered fresh for the occasion will be 
on display in artistic booths alongside fruit 
right off orchard trees and feld uff newly 
harvested—testimonials to the fact, that a 
period of the year the easterner can't even 
allude to without shivering, is one of our 
desert country's best growing seasons. The 
idea of this annual event is a good one—a 
fair when the East and Middle West are 
slapping themselves to keep warm and eat- 
ing everything but what we send them out 
of storage—and Imperial Valley's efforts 
along this line deserve the patronage of the 
entire South west. 


We'll soon be opening the 1927 fair season 
with another winter event—-the Seventeenth 
National Orange Show at San Bernardino, 
one of the truly great exposition fixtures of 
the United States. Several hundred repre- 
sentative citizens from all parts of Southern 
California met not long ago for the annual 
duck dinner of the show management and 
pledged their heartiest support to what, it is 
already apparent, is to be the largest and 
finest of all San Bernardino’s showings.

About 1800 acres are providing the citrus 
crop, only a few of them being set to lem- 
ons. All the fruit is being packed by the 
Arizona Citrus-Growers’ Exchange, a mem- 
ber of the Mutual Orange Distributors of 
California. The quality of the fruit this sea- 
son is exceptionally good and the yield ig 
fair. Most of the fruit will move by the last 
week in December, but shipments will con- 
tinue until February. 


RABBIT PLANT OPENED 

MONROVIA.—The plant of the United 
Rabbit Marketing Corporation at Duarte, a 
mile west of Monrovia, was opened about 
the middle of November. The plant occu- 
pies fifteen acres and the equipment enables 
the company to handle the pelts, meat and 
waste, the latter to be made into fertilizer. 
It is planned to handle 100,000 rabbits an- 
nually. The slaughtering department is re- 
ported to be killing 10,000 rabbits a week 
and has a capacity for fouretimes that num- 
ber. Rabbits are being bought as far away 
as Utah. A meat packing plant is being 
established.

Citrus Fertilizers 


M. B. Rounds, farm adviser of Los Ange- 
les county, says that the approved practice 
in fertilizing citrus orchards with organic 
material is to use the bulky ones im the 
fall and the ones more quickly available in 
the spring. Straw. which disintegrates 
rather slowly, should be used in the fall,

Another Spud Necord 
From the Delta 


STOCKTON.—Roscoe Zuckerman, who 
farms 2700 acres on the San Joaquin river 
delta near Stockton, claims the potato pro- 
duction record for an acre, and so far no 
body has produced a record which tops It. 
The State Department of Agriculture has 
certified to a crop from one measured acre, 
of 517 sacks of potatoes—1038 bushels. The 
crop from the acre weighed 62,293 pounds. 
He had an average of 60,062 pounds 
of spuds per acre from nine acres, and an 
acre average of 58,335 pounds from 13 12 
acres. 

Two years ago, a neighbor of his, Fred- 
erick Rindge, startled potato growers with 
an official production of 57,752 pounds of 
spuds from an acre of ground. Mr. Zucker- 
man thought he could beat that record and 
set aside a plot of ground for the purpose. 
He used a strain of Wisconsin Pride seed. 
planted at intervals of eight inches in rows 
twenty-five inches apart. He made heavy 
applications of potash and phosphate. Be- 
cause of the peaty character of the soil, he 
used no nitrogen fertilizer. He attributes 
the heavy yield to fertilization, good drain 


age and absolute weed control. He believes — 


that even more potatoes can be produced on 
an acre of ground. 

The land is peat soil, worked carefully for 
a number of years. Through drainage 
pumps the water level is controlled accu- 
rately through the entire growing season. 
The field where the high production was 
made was dug with mechanical potato dig- 
gers, the machines going over the field 
twice, and the second digging added seven 
sacks. Potato specialists declare that the 
whole crop would be graded as No. 1 and 90 
per cent would pass as U. S. No. 1 Fancy. 


Mid-Winter Fair Opens

There 
were approximately 100 head of hogs and 
about the same number of sheep and goats 
on display. Exhibits of Angora goats and 
Karakul sheep were an added feature sel- 
dom seen in the ordinary live-stock show. 


We Angora goat business in Arizona has 
reached tremendous proportions. there be- 
img. according to recent estimates, about 
250,000 head in the State. In Yavapai coun- 
ty alone there are approximately 75,000 
head, the goat population in that county 
having practically doubled in recent years. 
The market for mohair and the demand for 
breeding stock is excellent, which factors 
have. resulted in making it a profitable and 
growing industry. 

Unusual interest centered about the swine 
department at the fair, with buyers a-plen- 
ty to snap up bred gilts and herd boars at 
good prices. This keen demand for breed- 
ing stock will undoubtedly result in many 
farmers going back into the pork-making 
business. The hogs on display were of the 
approved type to fill present day demand and 
many of the classes presested material of 
the highest quality and type.

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Interest’ Is Shown in 
Rice Experiment 


CALIPATRIA.—The owners of consider- 
able areas of alkali lands in the Imperial 
Valley have been watching developments in 
rice growing with much interest. Exper- 
ments conducted this year have encouraged 
them not a little. 


One of these was carried out on seventy 
acres a few miles south of Calipatria, 
farmed by John McCartney. Mr. McCartney 
employed an experienced rice grower of the 
Sacramento Valley to help him in preparing 
the ground and in planting, irrigating and 
harvesting the crop, and the procedure is 
important to others who contemplate trying 
this cereal which seems to endure alkali 
with such equanimity. 

This particular tract is comparatively flat 
and hard and is reported to contain consid- 
erable salt and other alkalis. First it was 
disced thoroughly to fill in the cracks and 
prepare a seedbed. Levels were taken to 
ascertain the fall of the land, and stakes 
were set for the borders, with a drop of 
three inches between them. As the fall of 
the land varied, the borders were construct- 
ed in an irregular, diagonal course across 


the field, some containing small tracts and 
others as much as twenty acres. A strip of 
land twelve feet wide was plowed along the 
course of the borders, which were made by 
constructed of heavy timbers.

After 
seeding, the land was flooded and the water 
held on it for three days. It was then 
drained off for three days and flooded again. 
Following the second draining the seed 
sprouted and a heavy stand appeared. The 
tract wag flooded a third time with enough 
water to cover the high spots three inches

deep. During the growing season a little 
water was allowed to run from one border 
to another to keep it fresh and wash off 
some of the alkali. When the rice began to 
ripen, the water was drained off gradually 
at the rate of about an inch a day. This was 
done to keep the ground from drying too 
rapidly and to prevent the heavy heads 
from falling over, and even uprooting them- 
selves, if unsupported before the earth had 
a chance to harden. About 100 days were re- 
quired to mature the crop. 

A few days after the water had been 
drained from the flelds, a swath was cut 
around the borders. The rice was then cut 
with a self-binder operated by an auxiliary 
engine, mounted on the back. The bundles 
were shocked and allowed to cure for two 
or three weeks before threshing. It is est, 
mated that the yield will average between 
thirty-five and forty sacks per acre. 


Alfalfa Seed Yield Is 
Much Increased 


BLY THE.—Increase of interest in the pro- 
duction of alfalfa seed in the Palo Verde 
Valley is indicated in the fact that eighty 
tons of high-class seed has been grown by 
valley farmers this year as against fifteen 
tons in 1925. The increase is revealed in a 
report of valley activities in course of prep 
aration by Ted Mahncke, secretary of the 
Palo Verde Valley Chamber of Commerce, 
and in which other significant facts are 


noted. 


The total number of dairy cows in the val- 
ley at this time, Mr. Mahncke states, is in ex- 
cess of 700. This represents an increase of 25 
per cent over 1925 and of well over 100 per 
cent over 1924. Careful observers of con- 
ditions in this Colorado River domain at the 
eastern end of Riverside county see in this 
dairying growth a good augury for agricul- 
tural stability in the future. 

The total acreage in production in the 
valley at this time is estimated by Mr. 
Mahncke at around 35,000. Of this amount, 
20,000 acres has been in cotton this season, 
and around 8000 acres in alfalfa, including 
that grown for seed. 

The Hauser Packing Company is shipping 
out five carloads of hogs from its 1200-acre 
Palo Verde Valley ranch and is pointing the 
way to an expansion of stock industry in the 
valley. An event of considerable interest 
to valley folk was the recent transfer of the 
14,000-acre Hobson ranch and the announce- 
ment that 1200 acres of the holding will in 
all probability be subdivided. into ten, twen- 
ty, and forty-acre tracts for sale to settlers. 
This part of the property is now highly de- 
veloped. . 


NEED BIGGER MARKET 


BRAWLEY.—Pomegranates have been 
shipped from Brawley to the market for 
some weeks. This fruit does well in this 
locality and could become a profitable crop 
if there was a larger demand. This year 
seven carloads of pomegranates have been 
shipped to New York where the foreign 
population uses them. There is some local 
trade also. Some housekeepers are making 
jelly of the juice, to which pectin is added. 
The tree is regarded as an ornamental of 
some value, with ite waxy scarlet bios 
somes and the glowing fruit at harvest. 


The Citrus iIndustry’s 
Greatest Year 


During the shipping year which closed Oc- 
tober 31, the California citrus industry mar- 
keted the largest crop and receivedgthe larg- 
est amount of money therefore in its hie 
tory. According to the report of K G. De- 
zell, general manager of the California Fruit 
Exchange, 63,640 carloads of oranges, 
lemons and grapefruit were sold during the 
year et a carload-delivered value of $135,- 
218,641. Freight and refrigeration charges 
amounted to $37,195,610, leaving a balance 
of $98,023,031, f.0.b. returns to the State. 
The exchange itself shipped 46,593 carloads 
of citrus fruits with a carload value of 
$97,662,552, and a return of $70,744,726 to its 
shippers. It is not often that a maximum 
crop brings maximum returns, and it is 
pointed out that in addition to the difficulty 
that unusual production brings, there was a 
serious overproduction of competitive fruits. 


The success of the’ season's marketing, 
according to Mr. Dezell, is due to co-opera- 
tive methods and advertising. The ex- 
change marketing costs including those for 
advertising, amounted to 2.84 per cent of the 
delivered carload value. Sunkist fruit juice 
extractors numbering 33.600, have been 
placed with dealers and the new fresh fruit 
drink outlet takes care of an estimated 4000 
care of oranges and lemons. The exchange 
placed 99,000,000 individual advertisements 
in national magazines, states Mr. Dezel] in 
his annual report. A newspaper campaign 
appeared in seventy-three cities. Another 
campaign used 220 dailies. More than 3000 
carloads of unsalable lemonsgwere converted 
into citric acid, lemon oil, citrus pectin and 
beverage bases by the products company of 
the exchange. The Fruit Growers’ Supply 
Company, purchasing agency for the ex- 
change, transacted $10,296,390 of box shoek, 
lumber and other supply business. 

Mr. Dezell states in his Wport that large 
production is in sight for the coming sea- 
son, although it will probably not equal that 
of the past year, according to field reports 
now being received, 


Grove Heating Methods 
Are Discussed 


VENTURA.—Clitrus growers met at Ojai, 
Santa Paula and Fillmore November 18, un- 
der the auspices of the citrus growers’ de- 
partment of the Ventura County Farm Bu- 
reau and the State Agricultural Extension 
service. Improved efficiency in frost pro 
tection was considered. 

Eckley Ellison, meteorologist 
United States Weather Bureau, explained 
the principles of orchard heating. He said 
that one of the important new developments 
in the work involves the use of fruit ther- 
mometers which are inserted into the fruit 
and get the actual fruit temperature. 

J. N. Thille, Santa Paula citrus grower. 
said that he filled his heaters from a tank 
wagon rather than by buckets. By his 
method one man can empty from six to 
eight tanks a day, while it takes three or 
four men to do the same work by the bucket 
method of filling. 

Ralph Blanchard, superintendent of the 
La Dera Ranch at Bards ville, gave a demon- 
stration of heating as practiced on the 
ranch. He said that the nicht watchman 
was instructed to call the superintendent 
when the temperature drops to 30 degrees. 
When it reaches 29 degrees the men are 
summoned. Actual lighting depends on both 
temperature and air movement. When the 
burners are started, the men drop lighted 
distillate from torches into the heaters with 
one hand and regulate the burners with the 
other to speed up the work and get the 
heaters burning as rapidly as possible. 

The meetings were so arranged that the 
speakers could go from one to the other in 
the course of the day. 


Growers Study Their 
Grapefruit Groves 


EL CENTRO.—The agricultural exten- 
sion service was particularly active during 
October of this year. Early in the month 
seventy pounds of Calcarata vetch seed was 
secured from the Government Experiment 
Station at Bard. This is a new and promis- 
ing winter cover crop, and here it is hoped 
that it will be particularly valuable in 
grapefruit groves. It was planted by L. W. 
Schroeder of Brawley for trial. Gumming of 
grapefruit trees has been reported. No fun- 
gous disease is tWought to have brought 
about the condition. Dan Southwell of Im- 
perial is cooperating with the extension 
service in keeping records of individual 
yields of grapefruit trees. This is the first 
step in exhaustive studies of grapefruit cul- 
ture, including soil, fertilization and irriga- 
tion. 

A traveling conference of rice growers 
was held on October 19. Experts urged 
farmers t make only moderate plantings 
on land partially affected by alkali until 
more experience has been gained. This sea-

First Navels Shipped 
From Highland 


HIGHLAND.—The _ first shipment ot 
Southern California's navel orange crop this 
year wag packed and started on its way 
November 1, the fruit coming from East 
Highland groves. The first two cars have 
been sold on a basis of $5 a box and were 
consigned to Canada. Another shipment of 
about three cars will follow soon, having 
been sold at $4.75 a box. The packing is 
progressing steadily and the fruit is ripen- 
ing very fast. 

The shipments this year are earlier than 
for several seasons past. Last year no 
navels were picked sing November 5. The 


ripening is progressi very satisfactorily 
and the outlook for big crop of quality 
fruit is good.

KINKADE GARDEN TRACTOR 
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“Dean of Plant World” 
in Inspiring Talk 


Addressing a large ussemblage of horti- 
culturists at a banquet given in his honor 
by the Los Angeles Nurserymen and®*Florists 
Club, under the auspiceseof the Los An- 
geles Chamber of Commerce, Dr. Liberty 
MH. Bailey, “dean of the plant world,” auth- 
or and editor of nearly a hundred volumes 
on horticultural subjects, delivered the 
most inspiring message that local plants- 
men have ever been privileged to hear. 
Such was the sehtiment of agricultural 
teachers, Federal, State and county experte 
nursery men, florists, landscape artists flo 
ral clubs and plant lovers as well as old 
frien’is and associates, who gathered in the 
banquet hall of the Los Angeles Chamber of 
Commerce, November 19, to pay homage to 
the man who is recognized in all parts of 
the world as a leading authority on plants. 
both economic and ornamental. In a gor- 
geous setting of flowers, possible only in 
Southern California at this time of year, 
Dr. Bailey spoke on the “Present Tenden- 
cles in Horticulture” and gave freely from 
the wealth of observation and study that 
has characterized the fifty years of his ac- 
tive contact with the plant world. 

Pleading for a retarn to borticulture in 
its older meaning, Dr. Bailey declared that 
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pression of the market place and not the 
soul; that e have im an effort to secure 


quantity -production and standardized qual- 
ity, become a nation of specialists in horti- 
culture. As a result, he said, the amateur, 
or plant lover, who, former days, ac- 
complished so much in the advancement of 
horticultural science, is also changing in ac- 
tivity. He is not passing, however, de- 
clared Dr. Bailey, but the householder and 
the members of garden clubs have taken up 
the torch of the amateur and their increas- 
ing number will have a very healthy influ- 
ence on the plant world. “Amateur,” in the 
French, he said, means “lover.” 


In the second phase of his talk, Dr. Bail 
ey made a plea for more research and publi. 
cation of horticultural information, especial- 
ly in the line of recording plants. In spite 
of the fact that he has published more on 
this subject than any li-ing man, Dr. Bailey 
made the statement that available informa- 
tion on horticulture is woefully lacking, and 
that the best of it is none to good. He also 
called attention to a publication over 300 
years old, in which he found illustrations of 
flowers and fruits that in type and quality, 
were equal or superior to those of the pres- 
ent day. This, he said, proves that in many 
cases, we are “threshing old straw.”

CONTROL PLAN FAILS 

Because of enormous shipments of grapes 
to markets when they could no longer be 
held on the vines, many of the important 
markets were glutted with fresh grapes, 
particularly wine varieties, which drove 
prices down to a point where growers all 
over the State entered into tentative agree- 
ments to stop picking on Saturday and Sun- 
day and shipping on Sunday in order to 
give the markets a chance to absorb the 
supplies shipped during the other six days 
of the week. This plan failed of the desired 
effect. due largely to the failure of growers 
and shippers to live up to it in its fullest 
meaning. Although shipments were reduced 
on Sunday. in many instances Friday and 
Saturday shipments showed increases which 
brought the weekly average up to the wor- 
mel figure. During the first two or three 
weeks of the working of this plan the mar- 
kets showed a perceptible strengthening. 
but the increase in prices was not sufficient- 
ly great to compensate for the low returns 
early in the season, which made the season 
as a whole generally unsatisfactory. 

The refrigeration car distribution plan of 
the American Railway Association is said 
by most of the leading shippers to have had 
an important part in making the 1926 mar- 
ket as much of a success as it was, and to it 
is attributed the fact that there Was no car 
shortage this year, even though shipments 
of perishables throughout the United States 
were far in excess of the aggregate ship- 
ments for 1925. 

With the incorporation under California 
laws on the 12th inet. of the California 
Vineyardists Association a co-operative 
service association of growers, plans are in 
the making from that quarter to attempt 
steps to stabilize the industry from the 
standpoint of the grower. 

The association is formed solely to safe- 
guard the interests of the growers, and will 
in no way enter into the marketing situa- 
tion, but will work with all marketing agen 
cles including consignment shippers and 
cash buyers and the f.0.b. auctions, it was 
announced by B. A. Towne of Lodi and H. 
W. Wrightson of Fowler, spokesmen for 
the State-wide committee of seventy-nine 
growers by whom the association was or- 
ganized here recently. 


HAY CROP SMALLER 


VISALIA.—-Tulare county’s area in hay 
this year amounted to 137,850 acres, accord- 
ing to a recent crop bulletin issued by the 
State Cooperative Crop Reporting Bureau. 
The average yield is placed at four tons to 
the acre, making a total crop of 551,400 
tons. The hay crop for the entire State is 
given at 5,068,000 tons, as compared with 
5,414,000 tons last year.

ANY believe the nematode to be the 

most serious of the many pests which 
infest the crops of California, particularly 
those grown on medium and sandy soils. 
And, worse still, so far no known method 
has been evolved for succeeding with most 
of our truck crops on infested lands. As 
time passes, the condition appears to be 
getting worse. 


Until recently the baby lima bean growers 
of Southern California have had but little 
trouble with the nematode, but now they 
report heavy damage, especially on the 
sandy soils. One man states that a forty 
which formerly produced 1,000 sacks, 
yielded but 500 sacks this season. Canta- 
loupe and melon growers have found it im- 
possible to succeed on infested soil this past 
summer. Infested cantaloupe fields are not 
able to produce profitable commercial crops. 


Plants affected by nematodes usually 
show enlarged galls on the feeding roots. 
These galls may be scattered or grouped so 
thickly that the entire root system appears 
to be enlarged. Root-knot enlargements are 
sometimes confused with the nodules on 
legumes caused by beneficial nitrogen-fixing

bacteria. The latter are lobed or spherical, 
usually small and are attached to the sides 
of rootiets and may be detached easily. 


With such crops as Irish potatoes, the 
nematode swellings on the tubers may be- 
come roughened and warty. Galls are found 
infrequently on some sweet potato varieties 
and field observations indicate that different 
crops and different varieties have varying 
degrees of resistance. 


The mature nematode is a worm about 
one-fiftieth of an inch long. The female de 
velops into a pearly-white pear-shaped body 
about one-fourth the size of a pinhead. In 
four weeks she reaches maturity and starts 
to lay her 500 or more eggs. There are 
many generations in a year, so reproduction 
is very rapid. The nem tode passes the 
winter in the host plant or in the roots of 
weeds and other plants left in the field. 
The young encyst themselves so as to resist 
severe temperatures, and winter over easily. 

In a series of sweet potato tests con 
ducted in Los Angeles and Orange counties, 
the Nancy Hall variety was found to be 
rather susceptible, being surpassed in this 
doubtful honor only by the Red Brazil. Cn

the other hand, the Porto Rico and Yellow 
Jersey appeared fairly resistant. 

Sweet corn, sorghums and cereals are 
practically immune. D. G. Milbrath, of the 
State Department of Agriculture, says that 
the nematode can live over on alfalfa roots 
without much damage to the alfalfa crop. 
The growing of alfalfa is not a method of 
eradication, but provides a means of secur- 
ing returns from the land in spite of in 
festation. Melons, cantaloupes, lettuce, po 
tatoes. beets, tomatoes and spinach are af- 
fected by nematodes. Asparagus planted on 
infested land shows decreased vigor with 
the appearance of the root galls. By fer- 
tilizing heavily and using good cultural 
practices, asparagus growers are “getting 
by on infested land. 

What puzzles many is the rapid spread 
of the nematode. The worms move about 
in the soil but little. They are distributed 
mostly by mechanical means. Farm imple- 
ments, shoes, infected bulbs, tubers and 
plants provide the transportation. Flood 
waters might easily convey infested soil to 
clean fields.

But little in the way of definite control 
dati has been worked out. Sulphur, lime. 
cyanide and many other materials have been 
tried out; some of them gave no control 
whatever and others produced partial re 
sults. The most promising material so far 
seems to be sodium xanthate, but not 
enough work has been done with it to justify 
any recommendations. M Milbrath has 
suggested a summer fallow with two or 
three plowings during the summer. Thi» 
method of control is not very popular be 
cause high land values compel owners to 
get returns every year. 

So far, prevention is the best cure. Next 
comes the use of known resistant varieties: 
good farm management helps a crop weather 
the nematode storm. On small areas it is 
possible to rotate, with chickens one year, 
garden the second and corn, milo or green 
feed the third. This reduces the nematode 
population materially. Sweet potatoes of 
the right varieties and sweet corn do well on 
light soils where nematodes appear. The 
best way is to keep the land clean and this 
is accomplished only by eternal vigilance. 
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(Ars — A high gluten wheat 

which tests have proven to be of high 
value has been developed by Walker E. 
Bryan, plant breeder at the University of 
Arizona Agricultural Experiment Station. 
Dean J. J. Thornber, of the Arizona College 
of Agriculture, declares that the new wheat 
has great potential value to farmers of the 
South west.

Seed of the new 
variety is being distributed to a number of 
farmers in various parts of the State for 
planting this fall. Dr. Bryan wants more 
of the wheat grown under practical farm 
conditions before he distributes large quan- 
tities of seed. The Early Baart wheat from 
which the new variety was selected was 
brought to Arizona from Australia in 1900. 
Eariy Baart is a spring wheat, sown in Au 
zona in the early winter. The name is of 
Dutch origin and means “bearded.” 


In working to develop a new wheat, Dr. 
Bryan had in mind that milling and baking 
qualities should be given first consideration. 
He wanted a variety that would be hard 
and high in protein so that farmers of the 
Southwest would not have to bring in high. 
gluten wheats to mix with locally- crown 
soft wheats in order to produce a four 
eatisfactory for baking. The types of wheat 
grown in this section are soft, low in gluten

fornia, he says, a million bushels of wheat 
are imported from the Central States every 
year to bolster up the soft wheats before 
they are made into flour. 


The Arizona station has been working 


for years to develop a hard wheat. In 1920, | 


a small amount of a promising strain was 
planted and when the grains from these 
plots were examined it was noticed that a 
few of them were hard and vitreous, while 
the rest had the usual soft texture of ordi- 
rary Early Baart. These hard kernels were 
planted separately and 19 plants were 
grown. Of these only 10 contained hard 
grains of wheat. These ten hard strains 
were kept separate and multiplied. They 
have consistently maintained their vitreous 
texture and have given as good yields as 
ordinary Early Baart. There are now about 
80 strains of hard Baart which have been 
grown for five years, but the No. 24, grown 
for only three years, stands out in the min 
ing and baking tests ahead of all the others. 

The new variety was subjected to the 
most rigid tests in 1925. Several agricul- 
tural authorities who have seen the new 
wheat and tested it say that it may mean 
as much to Arizona and the Southwest as 
the Marquis variety has meant to the spring 
wheat belt in the northern United States 
and Canada.

Wheat plot on the Arizona College of Agriculture Experiment Farm just before harvest. 
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look much like durum. indeed, the judges 
at the International Grain and Hay Show 
at Chicago last year classified the new 
variety as durum. The judges this year 
will be forewarned and a different classifi- 
cation is hoped for. The grains of the wheat 
are large and uniform in size and color, 
having the typical hard and vitreous appear 
ance of an amber durum, and not the duller 
pale yellow of common white wheats. 
Because of its great flour yield and its 
high water absorption and gluten content, 
the new wheat, it is believed, is one which 
millers will appreciate. The relative value 
per bushel when compared in baking qual 
ties to standard spring is computed to be 
$1.21 when spring wheat is bringing $1 per 
bushel. The flour from “Arizona 24” has the 


degree of whiteness usually present in soft 
eastern winter wheat flours, with a tinge of 
creaminess. tits baking strength is well 
above the best durum and greater, in fact, 
than the average hard winter wheat 
in Kansas. 

Dr. Bryan asserts that, if a high quality 
bread-making wheat is to be produced in 
Arizona, the soil must be fairly fertile and 
that old alfalfa sod is probably the best 
ground for its production. The holding off 
of water during the ripening stages is an 
important factor in producing hardness. 

The maximum area devoted to wheat in 
Arizona at present is about 49,000 acres. 
Only a small part of this acreage is grown 
under dry farming conditions.

MIGRATION OF QUAIL 


Each Year Millions of the Birds Fly 
From Russia to Africa 


The most striking of all the great 
autumnal bird migrations is the ex- 
odus of quail from the breeding 
haunts in the vast steppes of Russia 
to their winter quarters in Africa. 
This begins late in the summer and 
continues, with intervals of a day 
or two between each flight, for about 
two months. 

In that time millions of birds cross 
Southern Europe and the Mediter- 
ranean, paying a terrible toll on the 
way. for in every country traversed 
the quail harvest is a regular insti- 


tution. 

numbers of the voyagers 
fall. to the nets, snares and guns of 
mankind; birds and beasts of prey 
kill thousands upon thousands, and 
some years many are drowned, for 
quail are but feeble flyers. and when 


. faced with contrary winds often fall 


exhausted into the sea. Fortunately 
the les is one of the most pro- 
ductive of all birds, Otherwise it 
could not withstand the enormous 
wastage which takes year'y. 
On one iittie island, less than three 
mfies in length, in the Bay of Naples 
some 200,000 quail are netted each 
year. Im the islands of the Greek 
archipelago and parts of the main- 
land of the Peloponnesus, every man, 
woman and child is occupied for 
some two months in catching und 
salting quail They are packed in 
casks and exported to all the chief 
markets of the Levant, and in these 
districts the quail harvest is as im- 
portant as is that of the herring to 
parts of Scotiand and England. 
Outside Alexandria the coast is 
lined with nets. The quail catchers 
arrive about a week before the birds 
are expected, and each man has his 
own strip of ground Immense num- 
bers hak close to Constantinople. 
after crossing the Black Sea. and the 
quail season is eagerly awaited by the 
local “chasseurs.” Many are also 
shot in Malta, Crete and other Med- 
iterranean islands. — |Continental 
Edition ot the London Daily Mail. 


ANCIENT EARTHQUAKE RECORDER 

The seismograph, which tells of the 
earth's tremors, is a very ancient in- 
strument instead of a very recent 
one, as most persons are apt to think 
it is. The first machine for regis- 
tering earthquakes was used by 
Choko, a Chinaman, in 136 AD.

IS Reginald Denny-William A. 
Seiter combination seems to be 
unbeatable in the way of comedy. 
As star and director they have just 
turned out a picture, “The Cheer- 
ful Fraud,” which bids fair to de- 
come one of the most diverting 
little features of the year. 

There is nothing pretentious 
about the film and it has not been 
produced on a large scale but the 
quality of its humor is ace-high. 
Denny is seen in a role which sum 
ciently enables him to utilize his 
inimitable comedy and the sup 
porting cast without exception is 
good. The story was adapted from 
K. K C. Browne's novel by Seiter 
and Sam Mints and the direction 
exceedingly well handled by Seiter. 

Opposite Denny, Gertrude Olm- 
stead does some of the best work 
of her career—and surely she is 
seen to better advantage than she 
has appeared in many months. She 
evinces more real personality than 
has been her wont and, had the 
photography been more than medi- 
ocre, unusual beauty. The photog- 
raphy is the most deplorable fea- 
ture of the entire picture. 

The plot deals with a wealthy 


titled young Englishman (Reginald 


Denny) and his love-at-first-sight of 
a girl whom he takes to be the 
daughter of a retired and newly- 
rich grocer. He takes the position 
of secretary to this man, through 
a series of amusing incidents, and 
then learns that the young lady is 
the ex-grocer'’s wife's secretary. 

This good wife is a social climber 
of the most radical sort and, read- 
ing of the arrival in England of Sir 
Michael Fairlie ‘the role enacted 
by Denny). she immediately invites 
him to be her guest. A crook in 
Sir Michael's rooms receives the 
message, and in his desire to elude 
the police impersonates the 
knighted gentleman and arrives at 
the country home of the grocer 
and his wife. 


Complications, of course, arise 
with his entrance, for Denny has 
told the nouveau riche couple that 
he has been Sir Michaels secre- 
tary. And then he meets the man 
who is supposed to be himself. 

Further trouble occurs with the 
advent of a dynamic blonde, who 
avers that she will give a number 
of love letters to his wife if the 
grocer does not pay her a certain 
amount of money. So the grocer 
decides that inasmuch as he has « 
secretary it shall be that persons 
duty to deal with the woman. 

When the wife enters the scene, 
the blonde is introduced as Denny's 
wife—much to the latter's conster- 
nation, for he has just proposed to 
the girl whom he has followed. 

Of course, there is much misun- 
derstanding, Denny is caught with 
the wife's jewels in his hands, fol 
lowing their disappearance, and is 
later released when he races after 
the real thief and captures him. 
The tempo in these final scenes is 
considerably quickened, though 
there is never a suggestion of any- 
thing illogical in the story. From 
first to last there is scarcely a slow 
moment and interest at all times 
is high-pitched. 

Miss Olmstead plays the wife's 
secretary sincerely and smoothly, 
and the blonde's role is assumed by 
Gertrude Astor. Hers is more of a 
character part and, as Rose, she 
offers a deft interpretation of the 
typical blackmailing lady of leisure 
who lives by her wits. 

Otis Harlan and Emily Fitzroy 
could not be better as the socially 
ambitious couple newly come into 
a fortune. Harlan in particular is 
clever as the hen-pecked husband 
Charles Gerrard gives a convincing 
performance as Steve, the imper-. 
sonating crook.

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THE TREASON HOUSE 


HEN we were leaving Stony Point we were told 

by Maj. Weiant to keep a sharp lookout to the 
right as we went down the Haverstraw Road that we 
might not miss seeing the “Treason Housé.” 

Weiant knows all about Stony Point and the country 
around it. He was born there eighty-five years ago 
and has never been away from it except during four 
years of the Civil War in which he served with honor 
as a soldier of the Union Army. He stands six feet 
two, unbent by the years, straight as an arrow and as 
kindly a man as you would want to meet. 


Another thing I liked about him is that he believes 
George Washington to have been one of the greatest 
generals of all time. And in this opinion he agrees 
with Frederick the Great. Maj. Welant was very nice 
to us at Stony Point, and we shall always feel deeply 
indebted to him. There are a lot of things with which 
American history is concerned that we might never 
have come to know had we not met this fine old man 
that day on the banks of the lordly Hudson. I take the 
pains to say all thig because I like to make a record of 
the courtesies and kindnesses that have been bestowed 
upon me while I trudged the highways and byways of 
life. 


Well, we were not to miss the Treason House, the 
major said. And he said that he had once lived in that 
house, himself, but that it wasn't pleasant and that no 
one lives in it now. The present owner does not care 
to live in it either, and is building a new house just 
adjacent. 


It is said that the Treason House will be torn down, 
although it is built of stone and is just as good today 
as it ever was. And I hope the report is true. It ought 
to be torn down because it is a house of infamy. I do 
not think that grass will ever grow where it stands. 
for, by all the rules of eternal justice, it is a house ac- 
cursed. I would rather try to live in a house haunted 
by ghosts. 


It is the house where Benedict Arnold plotted to be- 
tray his country. And that is why it is called the 
“Treason House.” 

We came upon it in the glory of an autumn day. The 
hills on either side of the Hudson were gorgeous with 
color, and there was a tang in the air that set a man’s 
blood dancing in his veins. From Stony Point the 
great river widened in the splendid sweep of Haver- 
straw Bay. Boats were voyaging to and fro with laden 
cargoes in the traffic of endless and far-flung commerce. 
Beyond us we could discern West Point where we train 
our young Americans for war and where Washingtoa 
blocked the foe from the strategic Highlands. When 
you are in quest of beauty I would commend this path- 
way to you. And I would say that you should keep 
its rapture for your soul's delight for an autumn day. 

And if you shall go, as I trust you will, and if it be 
that you have journeyed in foreign lands beforehand, 
you will come with heart elate upon the realization 
that there is no land under the sun to compare with 
your own. 

From sea to sea it is all so transcendently beautiful. 
I never knew until I had taken this journey how in- 
comparable is our America. My own dear native hills 
and valleys of Penn's Woods I had not seen before ex- 
cept from the windows of railway coaches, and so nev- 
er dreamed of the splendor of the State wherein God 
was so good as to give me birth. This time I drove 
across it from end to end in an automobile which is the 
next best way to walking if you want to see and know 
a country. 
faithful little Henry to set out with us on a zigzag trip 
that shall cover every State of the Union before we 
shall have done with it and come back to put our nose 
again to the grindstone. 

But, we are wandering away from our story. 

Well, as we were saying, on the high road that leads 
down from Stony Point to Haverstraw, we came upon 
the Treason House. And, afterward, throughout the 
long day we could not banish the sinister sense 
of horor that was left upon our mind. Nor. 
even when night came and we were back amid the 
noise and roar of Babylon, could we escape from the 
wild emotions that the visit to the Treason House had 
stirred within us. 

I did not enter the house, and I pray God that I nev- 
er shall. Just a few days before I had sat within the 
house at Valley Forge where Washington lived through 


that awful winter that saw the bloody footprints of his 


soldiers in the snow. I had come from within walls 
that the hands of the Father of hig Country had 
touched and where he had prayed on bended knees to 
God. 

And, coming from such an house, sacred and holy as 
it is, whet kind of American would I be had I the 
shame to set foot within that other house in which lin- 
gers still the memory of a traitor's infamy?

But, now that I am far away from all these places 
that are so vibrant with our country’s glory, I have 
come to think with something of the sorrow that, some- 
how, one cannot fail to link with the sense of shame 
that must forever bind itself with the name of Bene- 
dict Arnold. And I find myself wishing, as others have 
wished who are merciful in judgment and pitying of 
the weakness of our common clay, that this man had 
gone down in the carnage of the battles where he bore 
a mans part in his country’s cause. 


Benedict Arnold had been a great soldier and was 
not only trusted but beloved of Washington up until 
that unbeliveable hour when he deliberately and in 
nameless shame blackened his soul as a traitor and 
sent his name to go down the ages with that of Judas. 

It is difficult to understand such a nature, because it 
is so hopelessly contradictory. Perhaps the best way 
to understand Arnold's conduct is to look for the root 
of his infamy in his overweening pride—the sin by 
which Lucifer, star of the morning. fell from highest 
heaven to hell's black pits He felt himself slighted by 
the Continental Congress which had promoted his jun- 
iors and his inferiors over his head. But, Greene had 
been equally affronted;: Gates, a “four-flusher” pure and 
simple, had been promoted over him, yet Greene did 
not even sulk in his tent. Schuyler and Morgan had 
been slighted, too, but they did not turn traitors. Even 
upon the great head of Washington had been heaped 
insult and injury, but he bore it in patience for his 
country's sake. 

The truth is that the Continental Congress, by the be- 
ginning of 1777, had deteriorated from high station to 
be a parcel of old grandmothers, drooling over tea cups 
and reveling in every wind that was spiced with mis- 
chievous gossip. 

The current records of the time and documents that 
came to light, afterward, make tragically clear the na- 
ture and extent of Arnold's infamy. 

He began by prosecuting am anonymous correspond- 


ence with the British command in which he opened the 


way. It is a long and a shameful story leading up 
to the actual meeting of Arnold and the British officer, 
Andre, in the Treason House near Stony Point. 

Arnold had already secured from Gen. Washing- 
ton appointment as commandant of West Point, and it 
was West Point that he proposed to turn over to the 
British without putting them to the trouble of even 
striking a blow. Nothing less than a complete and 
bloodless surrender was the diabolical plan. 

One's heart bleeds for Washington in that hour when 
Arnold's infamy was made all too plain to him. 

How was he to believe it—this horrible thing of Arn- 
old whom he had so loved and trusted’ This Arnold 
who had stormed the citadel of Quebec with Montgom- 
ery, and who had come out of the victory at Saratoga 
bloody with wounds and immortal with glory? 

West Point was all that stood between the northern 
colonies and annihilation. And Arnold, its commander, 
stood ready and eager to turn the fortress over, with 
out even the semblance of defense, to his country's 


toes! No wonder that the kingly heart of Washington 


bled. 
That unfortamate rooftree on the banks of the Hud-

name of the “Treason House,” was the property of one 
Joshua Smith at the time the meeting of Arnold and 
Andre took place inside its walls. it seems that Smith 
was a wobbler, not willing to say which side of the 
fence he was on, but John Fiske inclined to the belief 
that the man really did not know what the game was 
that his apparently distinguished guests were playing 
on that black night of September 20, 1780. 


Let us hope with all our hearts that Fiske's opinion 
is the right one. It lets Joshua Smith from under the 
curse, and makes, therefore, one American the less to 
be rostered on the rolls of infamy. 


In the providence of the Lord the plot failed, as the 
Andre was caught with the proofs 
in his shoes, but Arnold escaped. 


They hanged Andre on a gallows of shame, even as 
the British had hanged Nathan Hale. And it is one 
of the pathetic incidents of the war that they hanged 
him instead of having granted his request to be shot. 
But the British didn’t grant Nathan Hale the honor of 
being shot. So, it was an eye for an eye and a tooth 
for a tooth. A score was evened. 

There is a tradition that Arnold asked to be permit- 
ted to die in Andre's place, which, if true, reflects a 
credit on him which his memory stands badly in need 
of. And it is also said that Arnold bitterly regretted 
hig treason as his end drew near. The story is that in 
England where he spent the last years of his life he 
was wont to take out his old Continental uniform of 
buff and blue, and say: “Let me die in this old uniform 
in which I fought my battles. May God forgive me for 
ever putting on any other.” 

There were other near-traitors in the Revolution 
Charles Lee, Conway, and other mischief-makers, but 
none of them went as far as Arnold. Gates caused ne 
end of trouble, but he was no traitor. It is, after all, 
a great record and one Of which Americans may well 
be proud. | 

Charles Lee need not be counted. He was, anyway, 4 
renegade British officer and a man of no character 
from first to last. 

Some may ask why the story of Benedict Arnold 
should be dug out of its grave and harped upon at this 
late day. Well, there are good reasons for it. 

In the first place, there is a dangerous lack of know!l- 
edge among young Americans of the present day con- 
cerning the War of the Revolution, the causes that led 
up to it, and its effects not only upon our own nation 
but upon all humanity. We have grown careless of 
our glory, and we seem to have forgotten the price 
that the forefathers paid to purchase our liberties and 
the blessings that we enjoy. 

Wherefore, by keeping the story of Benedict Arnold 
in mind we remember with pride that there was really 
but one traitor, though every other nation has had 
many. And we also have it driven in upon us that who- 
ever the man is who proves a traitor to his country. 
either in war or in peace, he must go down to his grave 
with his memory forever disgraced and his name 
anathema through all the ages to come. 

If | were asked to make a suggestion to the schools 
of America it would be that these fashionable tours 
of Europe be displaced by tours of America. I wish 
that all the students in the schools of California and 
the West could be taken over the ground hallowed by 
the patriots of the Revolution. I even wish that the 
students in the schools of the East could be taken over 
the same ground for they are also unfamiliar with it, 
although it is, as you might say, under their very feet. 
They go to Europe. As though Europe were the thing 
and not America. 

Outside of a radius of forty miles from Stony Point 
I doubt if there are enough American schoolboys in 
America to make a regiment who ever saw the Trea- 
son House, or know that it is now or ever was in ex 
istence. And those who are watchers of the night, the 
seers and the chroniclers, tell us that this is a state of 
affairs so dangerous to the perpetuation of the repub- 
lic that the blood runs cold at the mere thought of it.

“Let the emphasis be always upon right 
methods and truly medial preparations 
and procedures and quackery will be fought 
most effectively. The paramount duty of 
the scientist is to ascertain and give cur- 
rency to facts. 


“Then, aside from the primitive distaste 
for seeing some ordained brother reap part 
of the profits, aside from an instinctive ten- 
dency to condemn those who have arrived 
at their station by a route less arduous than 
ours, it is the duty of the sciéntist to see 
that his profession is followed only by dil 
gent, competent men. While a chaotic eco- 
nomic system which places a premium upon 
selfishness and acquisitiveness, does require 
even a scientist to commercialize himself, 
however distasteful this is to him, avarice 
should not be the dominant characteristic 
of one following a scientific profession. 


“A few years ago I suffered a neurosis. I 
collected the most remarkable aggregation 
of diagnosis imaginable, everything from tu- 
berculosis to malaria. Finally, after a diet 
of malt extract, glycero p' -sphates, strych- 
nine, arsenic, etc., cerebral hemorrhage be- 
nigniy removed my current allopath from 
the battle and a homeopath assured me I 
had neurasthenia. He also declared that 
while his pills might do me no good they 
would certainly not harm me, the first can- 
did remark I had heard after conferences 
with numerous orthodox practitioners. Ui 
mately a very capable man with an ortho- 
dox degree, but looked at askance because 
of his addiction to hydrotherapy and a vegce- 
tarian diet, not to mention his reluctance to 
use strong drugs, assisted me to right my- 
self. 

“These are not isolated instances. Any 
number of stories could readily be adduced 
to demonstrate the incompetence or the 
avarice of orthodox physicians. Instances 
of rank over-charging and atrociously erro- 
neous diagnosis are known to me personally 
by dozens. 

“These facts do not impugn the entire 
medical profession and its enthusiastic de- 
tractors are idiots when they act as if such 
were the case. They merely show that 
there are too many incompetents who have 
reputable degrees from reputable schools, 
who practice in an ‘ethical’ manner with all 
due right to their licenses. 

“The second duty of the medical profes- 
sion as a scientific body is to purge itself 
of incompetents and of the avaricious. it 


of quackery and the habitat of a remark- 
able cultic fauna, a large proportion of the 
orthodox physicians are incompetent. Until 
the medical profession rigorously cleans 
house and sees to it that only competent 
men practice, it has no time to malign 
quackery. 

“What then should be the message of a 
popular scientific journal to the layman? It 
should ascertain scientific facts as they are 
demonstrated by careful research investiga- 
tors. It should present these facts in an in- 
teresting manner, laying emphasis always 
upon the right. It should present authorita- 
tive articles on various topics, letting 
quacks take care of themselves, or only oc- 
casionally analyzing some fraud in a dis- 
passionately scientific manner without re- 
sort to vituperation or recrimination. As 
knowledge spreads and the circulation of 
lay scientific journals increases, quackery 
will be on the defensive and will inevitably 
fall in so far as its claims and methods 
prove incapable of doing what science can 
demonstrably do. 

“Secondly, a popular scientific journal 
should make the way as hard as possible for 
those ‘reputable’ members of its profession 


who, in spite of their ethics and their ortho- 


doxy, make quackery successful by their 
negligence, incompetence or avarice. This 
will require more moral courage than at- 
, tacking quacks indiscriminately. It will de- 
mand sincere self-analysis, dispassionate 
and impartial observation and a surrender 
of that scientific arrogance of ours, which 
often dogmatically assumes an immunity 
from criticism. It will be sometimes humili- 
ating and always unspectacular constructive 
work. But it is in the very highest sense 
an obligatory scientific duty.” 5

—the floor of the oceans—=still remains 

unexplored. Beneath the treacherous wa- 

ters lie the secrets of the ages, and shipe 
that have never returned to port. 

Jules Verne dwelt fantastically upon these 
secrets and was termed a madman by an 
ignorant public. But now that science is 
beginning to penetrate undersea mysteries 


it has been shown that even Verne's vivid 
imagination fell far short of the mark. 

Two things depend upon undersea explo 
ration; the development of diving apparatus 
and the advancement in under-water illu 
mination. With the motion-picture producer 
entering the field comes a third; that of 
bringing illumination and photography to a 
point where it can successfully be trans- 
ferred to the screen. 

In 1913 a young cartoonist, working on 
The Virginia Pilot, a newspaper of Norfolk, 
Virginia, brought to his editor a submarine 
photograph, the first of its kind, made 
through the use of a new undersea appa- 
ratus—a veritable floating open atmospheric, 
mechanical pathway to the ocean's floor. 
But had it not been for Williamson's father, 
who developed and patented the Williamson 
Flexible Tube System, Ernest Williamson, 
the boy cartoonist, could not have brought 
the wonders of the sea-bottom to the screen. 

The apparatus is extremely simple; being 
merely a flexible steel tube which ends in a 
water-tight steel chamber shaped like a ball. 
As the tube is made up of sections it can 
be of any reasonable length. Inside of each 
section is a circle of hinges, so that the en- 
tire tube, instead of being rigid, is flexible 
and collapsible, resembling in its construc- 
tion a Chinese lantern. 


While motion pictures with this apparatus 
are now taken at depths of from twenty-five 
to eighty feet, Williamson says he can go to 
a much greater depth. It is only a question 
of adding more sections to the tube and of 
making them stronger. 


When the specially designed 8 carry 
ing the apparatus, reaches the spot under 
Which the pictures are to be taken, several 
anchors are put out on long hawsers. Then 
the chamber and seven or eight feet of the 
tube are lowered, more sections are added, 
the tube goes lower and lower until it finally 
reaches its designated depth. There is al 
ways an open air shaft to the surface under 
normal atmospheric pressure. 

The tube is three feet in diameter. One 
descends it as down a ladder, the natural 
construction of the tube making this pos 
sible and acting as steps. The chamber at 
the bottom is like the inside of a ball, five 
feet in diameter and large enough to hold 
several persons. 

The apparatus can be used for a variety 
of purposes—photography, which is at pres- 
ent its chief purpose—salvaging sunken 
ships and treasure, gathering pearls and 
sponges, undersea gold-mining, hull repairs 
of vessels without the use of a drydock, and 
a hundrd other marine jobs. 

Williamson experimented with various 
kinds of lighting—for in lighting lies the 
success or failure of underseas movies—and 
finally decided upon the mercury vapor type 
of electric light. In this light the actinic 
rays are especially strong. These rays have 
an important part in the taking of film. 

Outside of the photographic chamber, low- 
ered down alongside the tube, hang the 
submarine lights, flooding their rays over a 
space approximately one hundred and fifty 
feet. This area of light makes possible ex- 
tensive submarine photography. But while 
this illumination is satisfactory for present 
purposes Williamson is now experimenting 
with new illumination which, when per- 
fected, will make possible the charting of 
the ocean’s bottom as accurately as the 
airplane photographer now charts a city. 

Through development of the tube the 
sea’s greatest depths will soon be photo- 
graphed. With the Williamson apparatus 
lowered down possibly for miles, we would 
get a new conception of what is going on far 
beneath the surface. And probably we will 
find those fabulous monsters of which Jules 
Verne wrote. Why not? All his other 
prophecies will come true. It is evident

that soon the fidor of the oceans must yield 
up their mysteries. 

The average person has no conception 
whatsoever of the beauties that are seen 
through the lens of the photographic cham- 
ber. It is a veritable world of enchant- 
ment for one gets a fish eye view of the 
submarine wonders. 

The waters of the Bahamas are crystal 
clear. Great trees of reef-forming coral con- 
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stitute a stone 
forest with 
closely inter- 
lacing branches 
— marble 
jungle which 
into the pearly 
blue haze of 
‘the liquid at- 
mosphere 
Schools of fish 
swim in and 
out of the for- 
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‘ est aisles, each 


species 
ing to itself. 
As the tube is 
moved slowly 
back and forth 
by the men above pulling on the anchor 
hawsers, an ever-changing panorama is dis- 
closed. The forest opens to reveal sub- 
marine glades dotted with growths of fan- 
tastic shape. 


In the midst of this strange view William- 
son comes floating down equipped with div- 
ing helmet. Like some strange monster he 
advances with gliding strides and peers at 
us through the goggleeyed windows of his 
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helmet. There are fish that combine in 
their colors every glory of the rainbow. 
There are flowers more delicate than the 
finest bit of lace, and creatures of weird 
shapes that terrify in the shadows. Truly a 
marvelous world. But all is not turning the 
camera crank nor diving and study for Wil- 
liamson. Always there lurks the unexpected 
and when the unexpected happens thrills 
pile up upon one another. Mr. Williamson 
can tell some of these best: 


“My diver-actors wear what is called the 
‘self-contained suit.’ This type of suit has 
no life lines, air hose, or any connection 
with the surface. The only supply of air the 
man inside the suit has is the small supply 
taken down with him. This, however, is 
continually purified by a chemical called 
oxylithe and is contained in a small tank 
inside the breast of the suit. 


“There are two tubes connecting with 
tank. One has a mouthpiece and is held be- 
tween the teeth of the diver. The other 
leads from the tank with its open end just 
above the diver’s head inside the helmet. 
He inhales and exhales through the mouth- 
piece, the chemical taking the place of the 
air he has breathed—in other words, re 
charging the oxygen. 

“Oxylithe has a peculiar effect: after 
breathing through it for any length of time 
a diver may become temporarily crazy. 
From the photographic chamber I saw one 
diver turn and strike angrily at another. 
The other chap was Irish, so he hit back, 
and in less time than it takes to tell it both 
men were fighting viciously. I knew they 
weren't in their right minds—that the oxy- 
lithe had set them crazy. The third diver 
fortunately kept his head and dragged the 
other two apart. Then, between them, they 
brought the third man to the surface raving 
like a madman. He had gone crazy. But 
when the helmet was pulled off the fresh air 
soon brought him back to reason. 


“One thing I have proved by my movies 
of sharks and that is that a shark doesn't 
have to turn over in order to bite. The 
eyes of a shark are set far apart and he 
turns on his side in order to look at some 
object he cannot see otherwise. I have 
made many pictures of them biting off 
chunks of meat which we lowered to attract 
them and they did it without turning over 
at all. So this explodes another old theory. 


“No shark has ever attacked us because 
we watch for them and don't give them a 
chance. Ordinarily a shark will circle 
around the subject of his attack for some 
time before he decides to strike. However, 
don’t depend upon this because your shark 
may have tasted blood. In which case he 
will Jump in like a tiger. 

“Once, when I wanted a picture of a man 
attacking a shark I went down myself—just 
te see if it could be done. I wore only a 
bathing suit and carried a long knife. I 
caught the shark's fin and stabbed him from 
below. Boy, that was no place for a nerv- 
ous man. 

“But when you consider the possibilities 
of serious accidents it seems a miracle that 
we haven't had any. We take extreme care 
not to have any. Still one never can tell.” 

The Williamson apparatus has been tested 
to an eight-hundred-foot depth. It can be 
built to go deeper, and will make possible 
recovery of lost treasure as well as mar- 
velous motion-pictures of the ocean's floor, 

Mr. Williamson has had many offers to 
turn his apparatus over to treasure-hunters 
but the time is not yet ripe, he says. 

Estimates of the quantity of gold and 
precious stones that may lie in Davy Jones's 
Locker run into fabulous figures. A com- 
pilation of known wrecks in the last two 
hundred years, and a reasonable estimate of 
their treasures, foots up to some billion and 
a half dollars. It might be much higher; 
it scarcely could be lower. 

In time the sea will be made to give up 
its loot.

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“There are quacks in all branches of 
science. The doctor of philosophy in chem- 
istry regards the bachelor of science as & 
sort of quack while the bachelor has infinite 
contempt for the man who has edged side 
ways into the profession via empiric train- 
ing or a correspondence course. The leit 
mate bachelor is especially contemptuous of 
the empiricist if the latter, as is often the 
case, does capable work in routine or re 
search. The latter is not permitted to pub- 
lish his work in the sacred journals unless 
chaperoned as senior author by some ind 
vidual possessing the mystic degree. His 
facility for advancing in industry is scorned 
piously and earnestly vituperated by his 
legitimately ‘doctored’ colleague. 

“If this instinctive contempt is unjustifi- 
able, what should be the attitude of the 
scientist toward the quack? What is the 
duty of the true scientist in this matter’ 
Since the physician is the most familiar 
scientist to the average layman the question 
may wisely be discussed—especially by a 


timid and retiring chemist—with reference i 


to the attitude of the orthodox M.D. toward 
the quack. 


“Besides its various journals devoted to 
more highly technical aspects of medicine 
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Ta other the ectentiet sete out 
erately to antagonize most normal human 
emotions and weaknesses and he needs all 
possible encouragement. He must watch his 
step. 

“The primary duty of a scientist is to be 
dispassionate, to approach all facts without 
preconception or prejudice and so to control 
experimental conditions that results may be 
reliable and comparable. The duty of at- 
tacking other individuals and theories is of 
very minor importance and the emotions 
aroused in the scientist by such attacks

Hygeia is a very valuable publication and 
certainly has its moments. It devotes some 
space to the very laudable end of publishing 
facts for lay enlightenment. But I dare say 
it considers itself above criticism. I dare 
say it would not for a moment consider the 
publication of any disinterested criticism 
of its policy. It obviously suffers from the 
arfogance of science. 

“Scientific arrogance is a disease of ob- 
scure etiology, profuse symptomatology and 
dubious prognosis. Being myself of scien- 
tile breed, I have studied the disorder at 
close range and well know its varied mani- 
festations. We ‘scientists’ are very prone to 
arrogance. We know about it all; we know; 
we know! And what do we know in science? 
To say the least, very many things quite 
different from those w. hich scientists ew 
thirty or fifty or a hundred years ago. There 
has been an extraordinary mutation of 
knowledge and that fact alone argues hu- 
mility rather than arrogance. 

“In spite of this mutation and the space 
its — presentation would require, 
Hygela devotes itself very arduously to acri- 
monious attacks on quacks and quackery. 
These attacks are often made with virulent 
spleen and not in the gentlemanly spirit of 
quasi-tolerance characterizing the himilies 
of the British Medical Journal on the same 
text. Indeed, our American exegesis in such 
matters is so frequently of the hammer and 
tongs school. 

“Who, then, is the quack? He is either 
a genius or an ass. So long as he is a mem- 
ber of our own generation it is difficult ia 
the extreme for us to tell which. In either 
case he is profoundly liable to actions which 
nonchalantly contravene our accepted code 
of scientific axioms. Ass or genius he is 
bound to be ‘unscientific. The quack, for 
instance, may be Gall founding phrenology. 
‘Quackery in excelsis’ says the physician! 
Yet such authorities as Dr. Henry Head, Sir 
Arthur Kieth, Sir James Crichton Browne 
and Prof. Elliot Smith were willing to con- 
cede very considerable scientific authen- 
ticity to Gall in the British Medical Journal 
of August 16, 1924. In the light of present- 
day science Gall, like certain of the alche- 
mists, seems no longer altogether a quack. 

“The quack may be laying emphasis upon 
hydrotherapy, psychiatry, or drugless heal- 
ing. Like the chiropractic and the osteo 
path he may be over-enthusiastic regarding 
the remedial value of massage. He may be 
some devious backslider like that arch bete 
noir of the American Medical Association, 
electronic Dr. Abrams. He may also be de- 
liberately preying upon the modest pocket- 
books of sick people, as are too large «a 
number of orthodox physicians in good 
standing. Where lies the duty of scientific 
medicine? 

“All scientists, in so far as they are what 
they should be, seek to approach objective 
factor dispasionately in order that they may, 
without prejudice, ascertain truth as a term- 
inal experience. This is a large order for a

Poisoning from the ergot fungus has, in 
the past, even produced epidemics of a dis- 
ease known as “ergotism” with a group of 
deadly symptoms. The contractions may be 
almost convulsive. There are decided pain, 
weakness, headache, tingling sensations, 
fever, vomiting, cramps and even epilepsy. 

Grains which have become spoiled even 
to the slightest degree should be discarded 
as unfit for use. 

To my knowledge, grains which have 
spoiled cannot be altered in any way so as 
to be fit to eat.

It is not merely sufficient to know that 
which constitutes a good diet or a good item 
of food but it ts also necessary that we un- 
derstand when a food is poisonous and when 
it is good and wholesome. 

Therefore, the knowledge of food poisons 
is a very important part of our general edu- 
cation on the subject of dietetics. 


We could not consider one without the 
other. 

The saying that we are “digging our 
graves With our forks” is true in more 
senses than one. 


The intelligent dietitian and the careful 
housewife should not only know how to pre- 
pare a correct diet for those in her charge, 
but should also be able to tell good foods 
from poisonous foods. 

To help her in this all-important work, I 
want to briefly outline a few of the more 
common substances which are productive of 
disease and, sometimes, death. 

The first great group we shall consider 
are really not foods. It is a misnomer to 
call them foods. . 

In this category we include the toadstool, 
mistaken for a mushroom, certain forms of 
poisonous fish which are mistaken for edible 
fish, certain seeds which are toxic, and var 
ous plants. 

As a whole, however, this group of food 
poisons which we call endogenous poisons 
are relatively scarce and need very little 
consideration. 

The exogenous or that group of foods 
which becomes poisonous due to some de- 
terioration or. change is by far the most 
common. 

The dangers from spoiled foods are many. 
They may be the carriers of parasites such 
as trichinosis in pork, typhoid féver in milk 
or worms in beef. 

Not only as they carry the products of 
disease but also as they undergo fermenta- 
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Tune in on KMTR Wednesday and Thurs- 
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tion and become contaminated do they also 
endanger human life. 

There are many of these pollutions with 
which the housewife should become familiar. 

By far the most commor in the prevalent 
commercial foods is what is popularly la- 
beled as ptomaine polsoning. In reality, 
this is a misnomer, for true ptomaine is a 
rare disease. 


However, since the title has crept into 


popular phraseology, we shall let it go at 
that. 

From this general aspect, every food 
which has undergone decay and has rotted 
could be classed as a possible ptomaine 
polsoner. Such foods can easily be identt- 
fied by their foul and rancid odor, by their 
changed appearance, by the gases they 
generate and by their rapid decomposition. 


It is never worth while to “take a chance” 
on a decayed, putrescent batch of foodetuff 
no matter how much money may be lost. 

It is mighty poor economy to put sus- 
picious foods into the digestive system. 

It is always better to err on the side of 
safety by throwing away all foods which 
are in the least degree contaminated. 

If food poisoning has ocurred, however, 
first-aid measures should prompt one to 
empty the stomach immediately either by 
inducing vomiting, or better yet, by the use 
of the stomach pump. 


The body must get rid of food toxins just 
as soon as it possibly can. 

The word “ptomaine” was introduced by 
the Italian chemist, Selmi, to designate the 
basic alkaloidal products formed in putre- 
faction. These, however, are relatively rare. 

In the groups of food substances under- 
going poisonous putrefaction, meat probably 
takes first place. 

Unfortunately, there are seasons in which 
meat animals are cheapest. They are 
slaughtered at this time and a considerable 
quantity of the meat is kept in storage. 

Even though. cold storage may arrest the 
processes of fermentation, when such meats 
are removed from cold storage they undergo 
decay with a rapidity much greater than 
they would if they had not been in storage. 

This applies equally as much to canned, 
smoked or any other processed meats. 

The next injurious effect from meat is 
that it is a carrier of disease-producing 
bacteria. 

The colon bacillus, producing intestinal 
inflammations, and the typhoid bacillus - 

a few of the very common forms of bac- 
terial infections resulting from meat poison- 
ing. 

In both these cases it is worthy of note 
that meats undergoing such bacterial decay 
are altered very little in appearance. 

The danger seems greatest from beef or 
veal, In Germany it has particularly fol- 
lowed the use of meat from diseased cattle. 

Pork is a frequent contributing cause of 
infection in England due to tlie popularity 
of pork pies. 

The poisons generated by putrefying meat 
are very commonly encountered and are 
technically called putrescine, cadaverine 
and sepsine. These poisons make putrefied 
meat a dangerous substance to consume. 

Another frequently encountered type of 
poisoning is known as botulism. At first 
it was believed to be exclusively confined 
to meats but later it was shown to be pres- 
ent in many other imperfectly canned or 
preserved foodstuffs. 

It is the toxin generated by a bacteria 
known as the bacillus botulinus. Foods con- 
taining this poison should not be consumed. 

The prevention of its formation lies in 
rigid cleanliness and in enforced steriliza- 
tion by heat. 

Certain game birds, particularly the 
grouse, are poisonous in special districts 
and at certain seasons. Other game birds 
may produce septic poisoning by reason of 
the condition in which the flesh is found or 
the way in which the meats are prepared. 

All in all, the meat products are without 
a doubt the most fertile causes of food pois- 
oning. 

Shellfish have long been known to have 
certain injurious products. 
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Mussels, especially those grown in filthy 
waters, generate a deadly ptomaine. Dan- 
gerous and often fatal effects may follow 
the eating of either raw or cooked mussels. 

In an epidemic in a town in Germany 
some years ago, nineteen persons, suffered 
after one meal containing mussels. 


Various fish are poisonous—some at cer- 
tain seasons of the year and others de 
pendent on their physiological state.

It is safer to indulge these persecution 
complexes in brief mild spasms.

I recall a handsome actor friend of ours 
who paid us a week-end visit to our beach 
cottage. The poor fellow had driven half 
‘round the country to find us, which was 
somebody's fault. He rather gave the im- 
pression it was ours. Then the nights 
were a bit chilly—he never could stand the 
cold and. of course, it would be cold in Call- 
fornia any week-end he elected to go to 
the beach. 

We petted him up as best we could, and 
that evening, for four solfd hours, we let 
him tell us how bay the world was using 
him. It appeared there was a conspiracy 
against him throughout his entire profes- 
sion. He was subject to the moet ignorant 
and unappreciative of producers and direct- 
ors when he did get a job. Leading ladies 
had a special grudge against him and were 
always trying to crab his scenes. Nobody 
understood his finer sensibilities. Nobody 
understood dramatic art as he did. He 
was a suppressed genius . . We put 
him to bed in the snuggest room and gave 
him an extra blanket which necessitated 
someone else using an overcoat, so alto 
gether he did pretty well on his persecution 
jag 


But he carried the dratted thing over into 
the next day .. and after that any 
sympathy we had left veered around to his 
persecutors.

She was absolute- 
ly positive that wasn’t the fur she bought 
on the coat. When she bought a car, the 
firm slipped over something cruel and wick- 
ed in the contract. When she built a house 
every last contractor tried to cheat her. 
Way, that woman could not even buy a fern 
in a hanging basket, without being sure 
they had changed the basket on her. 

As for dressmakers, tradesmen, domestic 
help and relations, well, they were simply 
in league to make life wretched for her. And 
when, after the first few months or so, my 
sympathy got thinner aud thinner, it was 
quite evident I was conspiring with the 
rest of the neighbors to blight her life. 


Now, it is all very well, but I can be quite 


nice and sympathetic over a strictly tem- 
porary persecution jag. I like to have one 
myself occasionally. In fact. I am enjoy- 
ing, one just now. Nobody understands me, 
everyone is putting upon me, I am a noble, 
unappreciated martyr whose life is being 
sacrificed for undeserving causes and peo- 
ple. The way I'm treated is simply shame- 
ful. 


I want to talk in a little, weak voice and 
let my mouth droop appealingly. I know I 
look pathetic. I feel most interestingly pa- 
thetic. I have a most impressive little re- 
proachful look and can shrug my shoulders 
most effectively with that little air of piti- 
ful frustratiqn. I have a whole lot of triste 
little tricks I reserve for my persecution 
jags. 

But after a long life of careful experi- 
ment, I have acquired the gumption of know- 
ing just about how much sympathy I can 
count upon. I have come to know the signs di- 
rectly the sympathy is petering out. There 
is an inflection that comes in the voice, a 
certain politely veiled boredom, a hint of 
compression about the lips, a wandering of 
complete attention from recital of my woes. 

After that point has been reached there 
is not the slightest charm about a persecu- 
tion jag. It begins to get soggy, all the 
pep’s gone out of it. My cue is to muster 
my sweet, brave smile, crack a little joke at 
my own expense—and watch the infinite re- 
lief that immediately pervades my victims. 
If I had indulged my jag another ten min- 
utes, all the previous lovely sympathy I had 
culled and wallowed in would be lost. Aft- 
er that they would be secretly delighted 
that I was being persecuted. They would 
like to treat me shamefully themselves. 
They would wonder how my husband ever 
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came to marry me and be extremely sorry 
for my poor children. They would marvel 
that my in-laws treat me as decently as 
they do, and ponder on the amazing pa- 
tience of my confreres on The Times who 
have to work in the same office with me. 
Yet knowing all this, I am always tempted 
to stretch my persecution jag out a little 
longer. I seem to be afraid my poor vic- 
tims have not understood quite how shame- 
fully I am put upon. It seems frightfully 
important to make this very clear 


But I am usually saved in the nick of 
time (I hope it is the nick of time) by re- 
membering exactly how I feel when some- 
one mulls over their tiresome persecutions 
on me, and recalling exactly what I want to 


say to them after they have used up the < 


meagre portion of sympathy I am prepared 
to bestow upon them. 

I am afraid that only very vain, egotisti- 
cal people get these persecution jags. We 
seem to be humble but that’s a fraud. We 
are really raging, not because we think the 
world is conspiring against us, so much as 
because it isn’t conspiring to flatter and pet 
us. We are astounded that it could dare to 
neglect anyone so interesting, attractive, 
clever as ourselves. And when we think ev- 
eryone is cheating us, our subconscious 
feeling really is that everyone is jealous of 
the power and glory we are capable of, if 
things. would only go our way. 

I should say that we are really not half 
as vain and conceited when we are swank- 
ing, radiating, boasting, exulting, flaunting. 
We are really surprised and delighted to 
find our unattractive selves in a position to 
brag—and in bragging we are chiefly trying 
to convince ourselves. 

After all, people that can take success 
calmly as a matter of course, without a 
sense of exuberant buoyancy, must be extra- 
ordinarily vain—even if it does look more 
like” modesty to the untrained eye. That 
is why énthusiasm is so attractive. 

But to get back to our persecution jags— 
they should be essentially few, far between 
and concentrated. And brief. It is quite all 
right to have one occasionally and cull our 
share of any sympathy that’s going. I like 
to have one lasting a couple of days once in 
two years myself. I would not like to see 
my friends’ and family’s sympathies become 
ossified for lack of use. I love to be the oc- 
casion of soft, sympathetic glances and lit- 
the encouraging hand squeezes. 

I will even go so far as to stand ready 
to extend alittle sympathy myself—if the

But in a general way, I think our popular 
ity stands up better under that “I am on
